Chapter  1. 

AN  ACT  altering  the  terms  of  the  courts  of  common  pirns 
and  genera*  sessions  of  the  county  of  Chenango. 

Passed  January  9,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  JWtu- Fori,  represented  in  Se- 
nate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  The  terms  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  and  gene- Terms 
ral  sessions  of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  Chenango,  shall 
hereafter  be  held  on  the  second  Mondays  of  February,  June 
and  October,  in  each  year,  instead  of  the  terms  heretofore 
by  law  directed  to  be  held, 

§  2.  AH  writs,  process,  notices  and  recognizances,  or  WriUj  kc 
other  proceedings  in  said  courts  of  common  pleas  and  gene- 
ral sessions,  returnable  or  to  be  heard  on  the  second  Tues- 
day of  February  next,  shall  be  considered  as  returnable  and 
noticed  for  hearing  or  argument  on  the  second  Monday  of 
Februay  next 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.  *&£  *ke 
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Chap.  2. 

AN  ACT  accepting  the  deposite  of  certain  moneys  belonging 

to  the  United  States. 

Passed  January  10, 1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New- York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Money  to  be  §  i.  This  state  agrees  to  receive  in  deposite  for  safe 
Ii«po»ife. 0!l  keeping,  its  share  of  the  surplus  money  of  the  treasury  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  under  the  thirteenth  section 
of  the  act  of  congress,  entitled  <aAn  act  to  regulate  the  de- 
posites  of  the  public  money,"  passed  June  23,  1886,  upon 
the  terms,  conditions  and  provisions  in  said  act  contained; 
and  the  faith  of  the  state  is  hereby  inviolably  pledged  for 
the  safe  keeping  and  repayment  of  all  sums  of  money  thus 
received,  from  time  to  time,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  re- 
quired by  the  Secretary  df  the  treasury  of  the  United 
States  under  the  provisions  of  said  act. 
Dmy  of  the  §  2.  The  treasurer  of  this  state  is  hereby  authorized  to 
treasurer.  recejve  from  time  to  time,  the  proportions  of  the  public  mo- 
ney to  be  deposited  with  this  state,  ahd  safely  to  keep  the 
same  for  the  state,  as  the  public  funds  of  this  state  are  kept, 
uatil  otherwise  directed  by  law;  and  he  is  authorised  to 
sign  and  deliver  to  the  secretary  of  the  tveatary  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  certificate*  of  deposit^  to  be  countersigned  by 
the  comptroller,  for  such  sums  as  may  be  received  in  depo- 
site; by  which  certificates  the  faith  of  the  state  shall  be 
pledged  for  the  safe  keeping  and  repayment  of  all  sums  of 
,  money  so  received,  whenever  1tie  sfccsnetaf  y  of  the  treasury 
from  time  to  time  shall  require  the  same  to  be  repaid,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  congress  aforesaid. 
^cTwCe To  §  3-  Tbe  seventh  section  of  title  four  of  chapter  eight  of 
be  deposit-  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  is  so  far  modified  as  to 
permit  tne  treasurer  to  deposite  the  moneys  which  may 
from  time  to  time  be  received  by  him  under  this  act,  in  such 
bank  or  banks  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  comptroller  and  trea- 
surer shall  be  secure,  and  pay  the  highest  rate  of  interest  to 
the  state  for  such  deposite,  until  arrangements  are  made  for 
the  permanent  investment  of  said  moneys.  AH  agreements 
for  these  deposites  shall  be  in  writing,  one  copy  of  which 
shall  be  filed  in  the  comptroller's  office;  and  the  provisions 
of  title  third  of  chapter  eight  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  prescribing  the  duties  of  the  comptroller  in  relation 
to  moneys  in  the  treasury,  and  the  provisions  of  title  four 
of  the  same  chapter,  prescribing  the  duties  of  the  treasurer 
in  relation  to  moneys  in  the  treasury,  shall  apply  to  the  mo- 
neys which  may  be  deposited  in  any  bank  or  banks  by  vir- 
tue of  this  act. 
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§  4.  The  governor  of  this  state  is  hereby  required  to  Duty  or  the 
transmit  a  copy  of  this  act,  exemplified  by  the  secretary  of f0vernor 
this  state,  to  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  of  the  United 
States,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  its  passage.

Chap.  3. 

AN  ACT  altering  the  terms  of  the  court  of  common  fleas 
and  general  sessions  of  the  county  of  Cortland. 

Passed  January  10,  1897. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New- York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  The  terms  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  and  gene-  Term* 
ral  sessions  of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  Cortland  shall 
hereafter  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesdays  of  February, 
April  and  September,  in  each  year,  instead  of  the  times 
heretofore  appointed  by  law. 

§2.  All  writs,  process,  notices  of  trial  or  argument  of  writ*,  *c. 
causes,  and  all  recognizances  in  criminal  proceedings,  and 
all  other  proceedings  in  said  court  of  common  pleas  and  ge- 
neral sessions,  returnable  or  to  be  heard  on  the  last  Tues- 
day of  January,  1887,  shall  be  considered  as  noticed  for  tri- 
al and  argument  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  February,  1887. 

§  8.  The  grand  and  petit  jurors  drawn  and  summoned  to  Juror.. 
appear  at  the  said  court  of  common  pleas  and  general  ses- 
sions of  the  peace  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  January,  1887, 
shall  be  re-summoned,  to  appear  and  serve  at  said  court  on 
the  second  Tuesday  of  February,  1887.

AN  ACT  authorising  the  appointment  of  a  supreme  court 
commissioner  to  reside  in  the  village  of  Delhi,  xn  the  county 
of  Delaware. 

Passed  January  14,  1887. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Jfleu^Tork,  represented  m  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  There  shall  be  appointed,  in  the  manner  now  pre-  commissi©* 
scribed  by  law,  a  supreme  court  commissioner,  who  snail " * DtUlU 
reside  in  the  village  of  Delhi,  in  the  county  of  Delaware, 
and  who  shall  possess  the  powers  of  a  supreme  court  com-

AN  ACT  extending  the  time  for  the  coflectionof  taxes  in  the 
town  of  Bushwkk,  in  the  county  of  Bangs. 

Passed  January  21, 18*7. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly $  do  enact  as  follows: 

wEbS?  §  1.  If  the  collector  of  taxes  of  the  town  of  Bushwick,  in 
the  county  of  Kings,  shall  renew  his  security,  in  such  man* 
ner  as  the  supervisor  of  said  town  shall  reasonably  require, 
the  time  for  the  collection  and  making  return  of  taxes  of 
said  town  shall  be  extended  to  the  first  day  of  March  next.

Chap.  6. 

AN  ACT  further  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  new  court- 
house m  the  county  of  Cayuga. 

Passed  January  2*, 1637. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Mho-York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly }  do  enact  as  follows: 

meytobe  §  i.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Cayuga 
l  J  are  hereby  directed  a*d  required,  at  their  annual  meeting 
in  each  of  the  years  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-one,  and  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-two,  to  cause  to  be  levied  and  col- 
lected, from  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  said  county,  three 
thousand  dollars,  over  and  above  the  expenses  of  collection; 
and  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-three 
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two  thousand  dollars,  ovor  and  above  the  expenses  of  collec- 
tion; which  said  several  sums  of  money,  when  collected, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  county. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  comptroller  of  this  state,  on  Loan. 
the  application  of  the  commissioners  to  build  a  new  court- 
house for  the  county  of  Cayuga,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to 
loan  to  the  said  county  of  Cayuga  the  sum  of  eleven  thou- 
sand dollars,  out  of  the  capital  of  the  common  school  fund, 
payable  after  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  for- 
ty, in  instalments,  of  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  with 
interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum;  and  the 
said  sum,  so  loaned,  shall  be  paid  to  said  commissioners, 
or  any  two  of  them,  for  the  purpose  of  completing  said 
court-house,  and  shall  be  charged  to  the  said  county  in  the 
books  of  the  comptroller* 

§  3.  In  addition  to  the  sums  herein  before  directed  to  be  interest. 
raised,  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county  shall  annual* 
Iv  cause  to  be  levied  and  collected,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay 
the  annual  interest  of  the  said  sum  so  to  be  loaned,  and  cause 
the  same  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  county:  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  said  county,  annually, 
to  pay  the  interest  due  upon  the  sum  hereby  authorized  to  be 
loaned,  into  the  treasury  of  this  state,  and  also,'  to  pay  into 
the  treasury  of  this  state,  the  sums  of  money  directed  to  be 
levied  and  collected  by  the  first  section  of  this  act,,  immedi- 
ately on  the  receipt  thereof.

The  People  of  the  State  qf  Neyhfork,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the,  county*  of  Cortland  j«u  mar  be 
are  authorized  and  empowered1  to  build  a  jail  in  said  county,  ert6tM>- 
and  incorporate  said  jail  in*  the  court-house  authorized  to  be 
built  by  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  an  addition. 

§  1  For  the  additional  expense  of  building  the  said  jail  in  Loan. 
connexion  with  the  said  court-house,  the  treasurer  of  this 
state  shall  pay,  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,,  qut  of  the

borrowed  for  the  purpose  of  building  the  said  court-house, 
prescribed  in  the  said  act  of  which  this  act  is  in  addition.

The  People  of  the  State  of  Neto-York,  represented  w  fib- 
note  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  Whenever  one  million  and  twenty-five  thousand  dol-  company 
lars  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  corporation  created  by  the  o^ani«d.e 
"  Act  to  provide  for  the  construction  of  a  rail-road  from  Au- 
burn to  Rochester,"  shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  commis- 
sioners in  the  said  act  named  are  authorized  to  cause  the 
said  company  to  be  organized,  by  the  election  of  directors, 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  said  act. 

§  2.  All  the  duties  and  powers  resting  in  the  commission-  Directors,

mu"1  §  L  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Utica  and  Schenectady 

"'**  *'  rail-road  company,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  company, 
when  applied  to  by  the  post-master-general  to  convey  the 
mails  or  the  United  States  on  the  said  road;  and  in  case 
they  shall  not  agree  with  him  as  to  the  rate  of  compensa- 
tion therefor,  and  as  to  the  time,  manner,  and  condition  of 
carrying  the  same,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  governor  of  this 
state  to  appoint  three  commissioners,  who,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  after  fifteen  days'  notice  in  writing  to  said  company, 
shall  determine  and  fix  the  prices,  terms,  and  conditions 
aforesaid.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-  York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

§  1.  The  first  section  of  the  act  authorizing  the  appoint-  tint  section 
ment  of  a  supreme  court  commissioner  in  the  town  of  Paint- mmended 
ed-Post,  in  the  county  of  Steuben,  is  hereby  amended  so 
that  it  shall  read  as  follows  :

AN  ACT  to  divide  the  eleventh  ward  of  the  city  of  New- 
York  into  two  wards. 

Passed  February  1,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New*  York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows.: 

§  1.  All  that  part  of  the  present  eleventh  ward  of  the 
city  of  New- York,  which  lies  northwesterly  of  a' line 
drawn  from  Fourteenth-street  through  the  centre  of  Ave- 
nue B,  to  Houston-street ;  thence  across  Houston-street  to 
the  centre  of  Clinton-street ;  and  thence  through  the  cen- 
tre of  Clinton-street  to  Rivington-street,  is  hereby  constitu- 
ted and  declared  to  be  an  additional  and  separate  ward  in 
the  said  city,  and  shall  be  called  the  Seventeenth  Ward  of 
the  city  of  New- York. 

§  2.  All  the  residue  of  the  present  eleventh  ward  of  the 
said  city,  lying  southeasterly  of  the  line  above  mentioned, 
shall  be  a  distinct  and  separate  ward,  and  shall  be  called  the 
Eleventh  Ward  of  the  city  of  New- York. 

§3.  The  first  election  of  charter  officers  under  this  act, 
shall  take  place  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  April  next

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  common  council  of  the  city^of  Buf- 
falo to  loan  money. 

Passed  February  3, 1897, 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-Yorh,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows :

Case,  is  hereby  so  amended  as  to  authorize  and  require  the  ^£±r' 
canal  board  to  ascertain  and  determine  the  amount  of 
damages  done  to  the  boat  of  the  said  Case,  and  the  cargo 
and  furniture  thereof,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
thirty-one,  instead  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thir- 
ty-three ;  and  the  amount  when  so  ascertained,  shall  be 
paid  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  hereby  amended* 
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Chap.  58. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  St.  Johnsville  bridge  company. 

Passed  March  9,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Mew-York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

§  1.  All  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders,  pursuant  corporation 
to^this  act,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  cr^ied. 
corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  "St.  Johnsville  bridge  com* 
pany,"  for  the  term  of  twenty  years. 
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§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  di- 
vided into  three  hundred  and  forty  shares  of  twenty-five 
dollars  each. 

§  3.  John  W.  Riggs,  Barney  Becker,  Christain  Klock, 
Jonas  Snell,  Jacob  Timerman,  Henry  Adams  and  George 
Spraker,  shall  be  commissioners  to  locate  said  bridge,  and 
to  open  books  for  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
corporation,  and  to  distribute  the  stock.  The  said  books 
shall  be  opened  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  next, 
and  each  of  the  said  commissioners  may  receive  subscrip- 
tions. 

§  4.  Whenever  the  stock  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
subscribed,  the  commissioners  shall  cause  an  advertisement 
to  be  inserted  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  the  county  of  Mont- 
gomery, giving  at  least  fifteen  days'  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  subscribers  to  choose  di- 
rectors. At  the  time  and  place  appointed,  the  stockholders 
shall  choose  by  ballot  seven  directors,  being  stockholders  of 
the  said  corporation.  A  new  election  of  directors  shall  be 
made  annually,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  stockholders 
at  their  first  meeting  shall  appoint.  The  directors  chosen 
at  any  election  shall,  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  choose 
one  of  their  number  president;  and  may  appoint  a  secreta- 
ry and  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  shall 
be  deemed  expedient. 

§  5.  The  directors  may  from  time  to  time,  order  the  pay- 
Btockhoiders  ment  0f  9UC^  instalment  or  instalments,  by  such  stockhold- 
ers in  said  corporation,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  finish  the 
bridge  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  the  toll-house  and  other 
works  connected  therewith  :  and  in  case  of  default  of  pay- 
ment of  any  such  instalment  by  any  stockholder,  within 
twenty  days  after  notice  thereof  given,  he  shall  forfeit  to  thfe 
said  company  his  stock,  and  all  previous  payments  thereon, 
or  the  said  company  may  sue  such  delinquent,  and  recover 
from  him  the  amount  due  on  such  instalment  or  assessments, 
in  an  action  of  assumpsit,  in  any  court  having  cognizance 
thereof,  with  costs. 

§  6.  The  said  corporation  may  erect  a  bridge  across  the 
Mohawk  river,  between  the  towns  of  Minden  and  Oppen- 
heim,  in  the  county  of  Montgomery,  at  such  place  as  shall 
be  designated  by  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  with  suitable 
toll-house  and  works.  The  said  bridge  shall  be  not  less 
than  twenty-eight  feet  wide,  and  secured  by  a  railing  on  the 
sides  of  the  height  of  four  feet. 

§  7.  The  corporation  hereby  created  may,  if  necessary, 
apply  to  the  commissioners  of  the  town  or  towns  in  which 
any  lands  may  be  necessary  to  be  used  and  occupied  by 
them  for  the  said  bridge,  to  lay  out  a  public  highway  over 
the  same:  and  in  case  of  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  such 
commissioners,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  relief  by  ap- 
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peal,  as  is  provided  in  such  case  by  article  four,  chapter  six- 
teen, title  first  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

§  8.  Whenever  such  highway  shall  have  been  laid  out,  the  PanMj5Bg,° 
said  corporation  may  enter  upon  and  use  so  much  land  €i"  ' 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  site  of  said  bridge ; 
and  the  said  corporation  shall  pay  to  the  owner  or  owners 
of  such  land  so  by  them  to  be  occupied,  all  damages  sus- 
tained by  such  owner  by  the  erection  of  such  bridge  and 
use  of  such  land;  said  damages  to  be  ascertained  in  the 
manner  prescribed  in  article  four,  chapter  sixteen,  title  first 
of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

§  9.  As  soon  as  the  said  bridge  shall  be  certified  by  any  ***aof  ton- 
judge  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  of  Mont- 
gomery, to  be  substantially  completed,  and  safe  for  the  pas- 
sage of  horses  and  carriages,  the  said  corporation  may  erect 
a  toll-gate  at  either  end  of  said  bridge,  and  demand  and  re- 
ceive a  toll  not  exceeding  the  following  rates,  viz :  For 
every  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage  drawn  by  four  horses, 
twenty-five  cents;  for  every  curricle,  chaise,  chair,  sulky, 
wagon  or  cart,  drawn  by  one  horse,  six  cents,  it  drawn  by 
two  horses,  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  every  sled  or  sleigh 
drawn  by  one  horpe,  four  cents,  and  for  every  additional 
horse,  two  cents;  every  wagon  or  cart  drawn  by  two  oxen, 
twelve  and  a  half  cents;  every  additional  yoke  of  oxen,  six 
cents;  every  sleigh  or  sled  drawn  by  two  oxen,  six  cents, 
and  for  every  additional  yoke  of  oxen,  three  cents,  every 
man  and  horse,  six  cents;  every  foot  passenger,  two  cents; 
every  score  of  cattle,  horses  or  mules,  thirty  cents;  every 
score  of  hogs  or  sheep,  ten  cents;  and  so  in  proportion  for 
a  greater  or  less  number. 

§  10.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  keep  any  ferry,  or  erect  Restriction 
any  other  bridge,  across  the  said  Mohawk  river,  within  one  M 
mile  of  the  said  bridge  so  to  be  erected  under  this  act,  after 
the  same  shall  be  so  completed  as  to  render  the  passage 
thereof  safe,  and  during  the  time  that  said  bridge  shall  con- 
tinue safe,  except  the  owners  of  land  within  one  mile  may 
erefct  and  keep  a  ferry  to  transport  their. own  teams,  goods, 
wares  and  merchandize.

paid  the  legal  toll,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  cor- 
poration eight  times  the  amount  of  the  legal  toll,  to  be  re- 
covered in  an  action  of  debt  with  costs  of  suit. 

§  13.   If  any  toll-gatherer  shall  unreasonable  delay  or  ib. 
hinder  any  passenger  at  the  gate,  or  shall  demand  or  re- 
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ceive  more  than  the  legal  toll,  he  shall  for  every  such  of- 
fence forfeit  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with 
costs,  to  the  use  of  the  person  so  delayed,  hindered  or  de- 
frauded. 

Tranifen.  §  14.  The  r  shares  of  the  stockholders  of  the  said  corpo- 
ration shall  be  considered  to  be  personal  estate,  and  shall 
and  may  be  transferred  as  such  :  any  such  transfer,  to  be 
valid,  must  be  entered  in  the  books  of  the  corporation. 

Notiettob*     §  15.  The  directors  may  put  up  and  maintain,  in  con- 

put  *v'  spicuous  places  at  each  end  of  said  bridge,  a  notice  in  large 
characters,  in  the  following  words :  "One  dollar  fine  for 
riding  or  driving  on  this  bridge  faster  than  a  walk,  or  for 
driving  more  than  twenty  head  of  cattle  over  it  in  one 
drove;7'  and  whoever  shall,  during  the  continuance  of  such 
notice,  ride  or  drive  on  said  bridge  faster  than  a  walk,  or 
drive  more  than  twenty  head  of  cattle  over  it  in  one  drove, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  corporation,  for  every  such 
offence,  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  to  be  sued  for  in  the  name 
of  the  treasurer.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New- York,  represented  tn  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  The  city  of  Schenectady  shall  be  divided  into  four 
wards  :  the  first  ward  to  be  composed  of  all  that  portion  of  First  ward, 
the  city  lying  west  of  a  line  to  oe  drawn  from  a  point  in 
the  south  boundary  line  of  said  city,  opposite  to  the  centre 
of  Mill-lane,  and  running  from  thence  northerly  to  the  cen- 
tre of  said  Mill-lane  at  its  intersection  by  State-Street ;  from 
thence  northerly  in  a  direct  line  across  State-street,  to  the 
centre  of  Ferry-street;  from  thence  through  the  centre  of 
Ferry-street  to  the  south  bank  of  the  Mohawk  riter;  and 
from  thence  in  a  straight  line,  to  the  north  bounds  of  the 
said  city.  The  second  to  be  composed  of  that  portion  of  *JJ5nd

The  third 
to  be  composed  of  that  portion  of  the  said  city  lying  east 
of  the  said  line  above  designated  as  the  eastern  boundary 
of  the  said  second  ward,  and  north  of  a  line  to  be  drawn 
from  the  said  eastern  boundary  line  of  the  said  second  ward, 
at  its  intersection  by  the  centre  line  of  Union-street,  and 
running  easterly  through  the  centre  of  Union-street,  and 
the  centre  of  the  Troy  and  Schenectady  turnpike,  to  the 

ronrth  ward  eastern  boundary  line  of  the  said  city.  -  The  fourth  to  be 
composed  of  that  portion  of  the  said  city  lying  east  of  the 
said  line  above  designated  as  the  eastern  boundary  of  the 
said  second  ward,  and  contained  within  the  line  above  desig- 
nated as  the  south  boundary  of  the  said  third  ward,  and  the 
south-westerly,  southerly  and  eastern  boundary  lines  of  the 
said  city.  ' 

§  2.  Each  of  the  said  wards  shall,  on  the  first  Tuesday 
of  April  next  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  and  annually 
thereafter,  be  entitled  to  elect  the  same  number  of  officers 
as  the  several  wards  of  the  said  city  were  by  law  allowed 
to  elect  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  this  act,  except  that 
but  one  supervisor  shall  be  elected  in  and  for  both  the  said 
third  and  fourth  wards :  which  annual,  as  well  as  all  spe- 
cial elections,  shall  be  held  and  conducted  in  the  same  man- 
ner, except  as  is  hereinafter  directed;  and  the  officers  to  be 
from  time  to  time  elected,  shall  hold  their  respective  offi- 
ces for  the  like  period  as  directed  and  provided  in  and  by

tion, or  in  relation  to  the  election  or  appointment  to  any 
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office  in  the  gift  of  the  said  common  council,  or  upon  any 
other  matter  not  in  this  act  otherwise  provided  for,  the  con- 
currence of  a  majority  only  of  the  members  present  shall 
be  necessary  to  the  decision  of  such  question 

§  3.  The  electors  of  the  said  third  and  fourth  wards  shall  J JKKfui 
unite  in  the  election  of  one  supervisor  for  both  wards,  and  wards, 
shall  vote  for  such  supervisor  in  their  respective  wartls  at 
the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  they  vote  for  the 
elective  officers  of  their  respective  wards;  which  supervi- 
sor, when  duly  elected,  shall  have  and  possess  the  same 
rights  and  powers  as  to  the  said  third  and  fourth  wards, 
and  as  to  the  county  of  Schenectady,  as  the  supervisors  of 
the  said  first  and  second  wards  will  have  and  possess  as  to 
their  respective  wards,  and  to  the  said  county. 

§  4.  The  ordinary  public  -charges  of  the  several  wards  of  Jj™,  to 
the  said  city,  heretofore  usually  audited  at  the  annual  meet-  bo  auowed 
ing  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Schenec- 
tady, and  assessed  upon  the  several  wards  respectively,  shall 
hereafter  be  allowed  and  audited  as  part  of  the  public  charges 
of  the  said  city,  and  shall,  by  the  said  board  of  supervisors, 
be  from  time  to  time  apportioned  amongst  the  several  wards 
of  said  city,  in  proportion  to  the  aggregate  amount  of  the 
annual  assessments  of  the  real  and  personal  estate  in  each 
ward. 

§  5.  The  assessors  chosen  in  the  several  wards  shall  form  Board  of  *•- 
a  board  of  assessors;  and  an  assessment  roll  for  each  ward"*-80™" 
shall  as  heretofore  be  made  by  the  assessors  of  each  ward;' 
but  the  valuations  and  assessments  in  each  ward  shall  be 
received  and  determined  at  a  meeting  of  the  said  board,  to 
be  held  on  some  day  previous  to  the  first  day  of  August, 
annually,  at  which  one  of  their  number,  to  be  by  them  ap- 
pointed for  the  purpose,  shall  preside;  and  the  said  valua- 
tions and  assessments  shall,  on  that  or  the  next  succeeding 
day,  be  determined  by  the  said  board,  or  a  majority  of  them; 
and  when  completed,  the  several  assessors  shall  forthwith

title,  as  the  common  council  of  said  city  shall  prescribe ; 
and  the  bonds  in  the  said  title  directed  to  be  entered  into

of  the  said  city;  and  the  said  common  council  shall  and

Polhemus,  and  meadows  of  Adrian  V.  Cortelyou ;  north 
westerly  by  meadows  hereinafter  devised,  given  and  be- 
queathed to  my  said  executors,  for  the  benefit  of  my  afore-

of  the  city  of  •APeia-  York. 

Passed  March  31,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Jtoic-Fori,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  There  shall  be  established  in  the  city  of  New- York, 
a  marine  insurance  company  to  be  called  "The  United 
States  Insurance  Company  of  the  city  of  New- York."  •  The 
said  company  shall  carry  on  their  business  in  the  city  and 
county  of  New- York,  and  not  elsewhere. 

§  2.  All  such  persons  as  shall  hereafter  be  stockholders 
of  the  said  company,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  body  cor- 
porate, by  the  name  of  "  The  United  States  Insurance  Com- 
pany of  the  city  of  New- York." 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
one  million  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each. 

§  4.  The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  have  power 
and  authority  to  make  marine  insurance  upon  vessels,  foods 
or  merchandize,  freight  profits,  bottomry  or  respondentia 
interest,  and  all  marine  risks  and  inland  navigation  and  trans- 
portation; and  also  to  lend  money  on  bottomry  and  respon- 
dentia, and  their  surplus  capital  or  funds  on  temporary  loans, 
until  otherwise  invested  as  herein  provided  by  the  tenth  sec- 
tion of  this  act;  and  they  may  also  cause  themselves  to  be 
reinsured  against  any  maritime  risks  upon  the  interests

§  5.  The  stock  and  affairs  of  the  said  corporation  shall 
be  managed  and  conducted  by  a  board  of  nfty  directors, 
each  of  whom  shall  be  a  stockholder  in  said  company,  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  a  resident  within  this  State. 
,  They  shall  be  elected  on  the  fourth  Monday  in  May  in  each

links,  to  a  post;  thence  north  sixty  degrees  east,  seventy 
chains,  seventy-one  links,  to  a  post;  thence  south  sixty  de- 
grees west,  thirty-five  chains,  thirty-five  and  a  half  links, 
to  the  place  of  beginning;  shall  hereafter  continue  to  be 
known  and  distinguished  by  the  name  of  the  u  Village  of 
Ellicottville;"  and  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  residing 
in  said  village,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by 
the  name  of  «  The  Trustees  of  the  Village  of  Ellicottville."

AN  ACT  to  promote  the  administration  of  justice  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Kings. 

Passed  April  6,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  .New- York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

§  1.  The  court  of  common  pleas  in  and  for  the  county 
of  Kings,  shall,  after  the  month  of  May  next,  be  held  on 
the  first  Monday  of  every  month,  and  the  terms  thereof 
shall  respectively  be  called  after  the  different  months  in 
which  they  are  held. 

§  2.  The  said  court  shall  be  held  by  the  first  judge  of  the 
county  courts  of  said  county,  either  alone  or  with  one  or 
more  of  the  other  judges,  and  it  shall  be  the  special  duty  of 
the  first  judge  to  hold  the  said  court. 

§  3.  Every  alternate  term,  commencing  with  and  includ- 
ing the  June  term,  shall  be  a  term  for  the  trial  of  all  issues 
of  fact,  and  all  other  business  within  the  jurisdiction  of  said 
court ;  and  such  terms  may  be  continued  and  held  from  the 
commencement  thereof,  every  day,  except  Sunday,  until 
and  including  the  second  Saturday  after  the  commencement 
of  such  term. 

§  4.  Every  alternate  term,  commencing  with  and  includ- 
ing the  July  term,  shall  be  held  for  the  hearing  and  determin- 
ing of  all  business  within  the  jurisdiction  of  said  court,  ex- 
cept the  trial  of  issues  of  fact;  and  no  juror  shall  be  sum- 
moned for  any  such  terms.  Such  alternate  terms  may  be 
continued  and  held  from  the  commencement  thereof  until 
and  including  the  first  Saturday  after  the  commencement  of 
such  terms. 

§  5.  No  process  or  writ  issuing  out  of  said  court  shall  be 
tested  or  made  returnable,  except  in  the  first  week  of  any 
of  the  terms  thereof.  A  jury  shall  be  summoned  to  attend 
all  the  regular  terms  of  said  court,  for  the  trial  of  issues 
of  fact. 

§  6.  The  court  of  general  session  shall  be  held  during  the 
June,  October,  February  and  April  terms,  and  shall  remain 
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under  existing  laws  and  regulations,  except  the  change  of 
the  time  of  holding  its  terms  as  above  specified. 

§  7.  No  juror  residing  out  of  the  village  of  Williams-  Jurors  how 
burgh,  or  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  shall  be  summoned  to  at-lobedrawn 
tend  the  August  or  December  terms  of  the  said  court;  and 
the  ballots  of  jurors  which  shall  be  drawn  to  attend  the  said 
August  or  December  terms,  who  shall  reside  out  of  the 
said  village  or  city,  shall  be  passed  by  and  not  counted  as 
forming  any  part  of  the  requisite  number  of  jurors  to  be 
drawn;  and  after  the  drawing  of  the  said  jurors  shall  be 
completed,  the  ballots  containing  the  names  of  jurors  resid- 
ing out  of  said  village  or  city,  shall  be  returned  to  the  jury 
box  from  which  they  were  taken. 

§  8.  In  all  suits  in  said  court  of  common  pleas,  where Fees  of  offi 
damages  to  a  greater  amount  than  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  are  recovered,  the  officers  of  said  court  shall  have 
the  same  fees  for  services  relating  to  that  court,  as  are  al- 
lowed for  corresponding  services  to  the  officers  of  the  su- 
preme court.

The  treasurer  of  the  county  of  Kings  is  hereby  au-  Gjjjjjfy trea- 
thorized  and  required  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  county,  borrow 
a  sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  thousand  dol*  ^ 
lars,  to  be  laid  out  and  expended  in  completing  the  jail  of 
the  said  county;  for  the  repayment  whereof,  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall  execute  a  pond  or  bonds  under  their  cor- 
porate seal. 

§  2.  For  the  purpose  of  refunding  the  said  money  aod  JS^^S.6 
the  interest,  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  said  county 
are  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  assessed,  levied,

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  incorporate 
the  Troy  turnpike  and  rail-road  company" 

Passed  April  10,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

company  to  §  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Troy  turnpike  and  rail-road 
•ioqJooo.  company  to  borrow  a  sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  for  the  term  of  eighteen  months 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the 
company  to  finish  their  turnpike  roadi  from  the  city  of  Troy 
to  the  west  line  of  the  town  of  Bennington,  in  the  state  of 
Vermont,  and  to  pay  the  debts  owing  by  said  company;  and 
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in  order  to  secure  such  loan,  said  company  may  mortgage 
their  capital  stock,  and  their  turnpike  road  and  its  appen- 
dages and  appurtenances. 

§  2.  The  directors  of  said  company  shall  cause  thirty  Notice 
days'  previous  notice  to  be  given  by  their  treasurer,  in  two  ^SJSJeS.be 
of  the  public  newspapers  printed  in  the  county  of  Rensse- 
laer, stating  the  amount  proposed  to  be  borrowed  by  said 
company,  during  which  time  any  creditors  of  said  company 
shall  be  authorized  to  have  the  amount  of  their  debts  due 
from  said  company  included  as  part  of  said  loan  in  the  se- 
curities to  be  given  for  such  loan,  upon  executing  a  discharge 
of  their  debts,  and  delivering  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of 
said  company,  who  shall  thereupon  give  a  certificate  to  such 
creditors  for  the  amount  of  their  debts  thus  discharged;  and 
the  mortgage  to  be  given  for  the  sum  to  be  loaned  by  said 
company,  may  be  made  payable  to  such  person  or  persons 
as  a  majority  in  interest  in  said  mortgage  may  appoint. 
But  a  schedule  containing  the  names  of  the  persons  interest- 
ed in  said  mortgage,  and  the  amount  of  their  respective 
interests,  shall  be  annexed  to  said  mortgage  at  the  time  of 
its  execution,  and  certified  by  the  persons  in  whose  name 
the  said  mortgage  shall  be  taken. 

§  3.  In  case  the  condition  of  said  mortgage  shall  become  Mortgage 
forfeited,  it  may  be  foreclosed  in  the  court  of  chancery,  or  S^o^e 
by  giving  notice,  and  proceeding  in  the  manner  in  which  *****>***- 
mortgagees  are  authorized  by  statute  to  sell  under  a  power 
of  sale.  And  such  foreclosure  and  sale,  upon  such  notice, 
shall  have  the  like  effect  against  all  parties  in  interest,  as  if 
the  mortgage  had  been  foreclosed  in  a  court  of  equity:  pro- 
vided nevertheless,  that  any  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
company  may,  within  three  months  after  the  foreclosure  of

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city  of  Troy,  at  a  rate  proportioned  to  the  tolls  authorized 
to,  be  received  by  them  for  the  first  twenty  miles  east  of 
said  city.

The  said  commissioners  shall  be  appointed  as  soon  as 
office*        convenient  after  the  passing  of  this  act;  and  shall  hold  their 
offices  respectively  for  two  years,  from  the  first  Monday  in 
'         March  1837,  and  until  others  shall  be  appointed;  and  all  va- 
'  cancies  which  may  happen  during  the  recess  of  the  senate, 
shall  be  supplied  by  the  governor,  for  the  residue  of  the  term 
during  which  such  vacancies  shall  occur. 
To  take  §  4.  The  said  commissioners,  before  they  shall  enter  up- 

oathofoi-  on  ^  jutjgg  0f  their  office,  shall  respectively  take  and  sub- 
scribe the  oath  or  affirmation  prescribed  by  the  sixth  article 
of  the  constitution  of  this  state,  before  the  mayor  or  recor- 
der of  the  city  of  New- York  :  which  said  oath  or  affirma- 
tion shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  city  and 
county  of  New-York :  The  said  commissioners,  or  one  of 
them,  shall  administer  the  said  oath,  or  affirmation,  to  the 
secretary  to  said  board  of  commissioners,  and  also  to  every 
person  who  shall  be  licensed  as  a  pilot  in  pursuance  of  this 
act,  who  shall  respectively  take,  subscribe  and  file  the  same 
as  above  mentioned,  before  they  shall  enter  upon  the  du- 
ties of  their  respective  offices. 
Pjwe«  and  §  5.  The  said  board  of  commissioners  shall  establish  an 
commission,  office  in  some  convenient  and  proper  place  in  the  city  of 
New- York,  where  they  shall  meet  on  the  first  and  third 
Tuesday  of  every  month,  and  as  much  oftener  as  circum- 
stances may  require,  to  execute  and  perform  the  duties  ap- 
pertaining to  their  office  :  they  shall  appoint  a  secretary, 
and  one  or  more  persons  as  messengers  to  the  said  board ; 
they  shall  also  have  full  power  and  authority,  and  are  here- 
by required  to  make  and  duly  promulgate  and  enforce  all 
rules,  regulations,  orders,  ordinances  and  by-laws  not  con- 
trary to  the  constitution  or  lpws  of  thq  United  States,  or  of 
this  state,  and  to. impose  such  fines  and  penalties  for.  any 
breach  thereof,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  as  to  them, 
in  the  exercise  of  their  discretion,  shall  be  deemed  just,  rea- 


ers. 
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sonable  and  proper,  as  well  to  facilitate  the  due  execution 
of  their  own  powers  and  the  performance  of  their  own  du- 
ties, as  to  enforce  the  performance  of  the  duties  required 
by  this  act  to  be  performed  by  pilots  licensed  by  virtue  there- 
of, and  their  apprentices,  boat-keepers  and  other  persons 
employed  in  the  pilot  service  ;  and  which  said  rules,  regu- 
lations, orders,  ordinances  and  by-laws  shall  appear  10  the 
said  commissioners  best  calculated  to  effect  the  objects  of 
this  act,  according  to  the  true  intent,  and  meaning  thereof, 
and  to  secure  to  the  said  pilots,  as  nearly  as  may  be  prac- 
ticable, an  equal  chance  and  encouragement  for  a  fair  com- 
petition for  business  in  their  calling,  in  proportion  to  their 
diligence,  activity,  industry,  and  enterprise  :  And  if  any 
pilot  or  other  person  shall  deem  himself  aggrieved  by  any 
such  rules,  regulations,  orders,  ordinances  or  by-laws,  or 
the  partial  and  unjust  operation  of  them,  or  any  of  them, 
he  may  appeal  in  the  manner  and  form  mentioned  in  the 
eleventh  section  of  this  act. 

§  6.  The  said  commissioners  shall  cause  to  be  kept  by  Minutes  t<> 
their  secretary,  who  shall  be  in  daily  attendence  at  their  of-  be  kept 
fice,  a  proper  book  or  books,  in  which  shall  be  written  all 
the  rules,  regulations,  orders,  ordinances  and  by-laws  which 
shall  or  may  be  made  by  the  said  commissioners;  and  also 
all  their  official  transactions,  doings  and  proceedings,  and 
whatever  else  may  be  by  them  deemed  proper  and  useful, 
and  necessarily  pertaining  to  their  own  and  the  duties  of 
others  connected  with  or  employed  in  the  pilot  service. 
They  shall  also  cause  to  be  kept  by  their  secretary,  a  re- 
gister, in  which  shall  be  noted  the  names  and  places  of  resi- 
dence of  all  the  pilots  who  shall  or  may  be  licensed  by  vir- 
tue of  this  act,  together  with  the  date  of  the  license  of  said 
pilots  respectively,  and  which  book  or  books  of  entries  shall  - 
and  may  be  inspected  by  any  person  or  persons  desiring  to 
inspect  the  same. 

§7.  The  said  commissioners  shall  with  all  convenient  Pilots  and 
speed  after  their  appointment,  proceed  to  license  all  those  toXe%Sen£ 

Sraons  noW  licensed*  to  act  as  pilots  by  the  way  of  Sandy- ed 
ook,  including  those  called  deputy  pilots,  as  they  may 
deem  competent  after  examination,  and  also  every  other 
person  of  full  age  and  good  moral  character,  making  appli- 
cation therefor,  who  alter  an  examination,  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  prescribed,  shall  be  found  qualified  to  act  as  such 
pilot,  giving  a  preference  to  such  as  have  served  three  years 
as  an  apprentice  to  a  licensed  pilot ;  and  the  said  commis- 
sioners shall  continue  from  time  to  time  to  increase  the  num- 
ber of  pilots  in  the  manner  herein  before  mentioned,  as  the 
said  commissioners  may  deem  proper  and  the  public  good 
require.  And  for  each  license  so  granted  the  said  commis- 
sioners shall  receive  the  sum  of  two  dollars;  and  the  pilots 
so  licensed 'are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  employ 
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such  boats  for  said  pilot  service  as  shall  be  approved  of  by 
the  said  commissioners,  which  boats  shall  be  reported  to 
their  secretary  on  the  first  Mondays  in  May  and  November 
in  each  year,  with  the  names  of  the  apprentices  and  others 
attached  thereto  or  interested  therein  respectively ;  all 
which  persons  shall  be  subject  to  the  lawful  orders,  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  commissioners  aforesaid. 
Form  or  §  8.  The  said  licenses  shall  be  issued  in  the  name  of  the 

Bccn"6,  people  of  the  state  of  New-York,  and  signed  by  the  com- 
missioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  and  certified  by  the  sec- 
retary. 
Penalty  for  §  9.  Any  per  son  not  holding  a  license  as  pilot,  who  shall

complaints  §  11.  If  any  com  plaint  shall  be  preferred  against  any  pi- 
i^gSgated.  *ot  or  P61*8011  connected  with  a  pilot-boat,  for  any  misbeha- 
viour or  neglect  of  duty,  which  complaint  shall  be  deemed 
by  the  commissioners  material  to  be  investigated,  they  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  reduced  to  writing  and  sworn  to  be- 
fore one  of  the  said  commissioners  by  the  persons  making  the 
same,  unless  arising  upon  the  knowledge  of  one  or  more  of 
the  said  commissioners;  and  before  any  pilot  shall  be  fined, 
suspended  or  deprived  of  his  license  for  any  alleged  miscon- 
duct, he  shall  be  summoned  by  a  notice  in  writing  to  appear 
before  said  commissioners,  specifying  the  nature  ana  sub- 
stance of  the  default  with  which  he  shall  or  may  be  charg- 
ed, signed  by  the  secretary,  by  order  of  the  said  commission- 
ers, which  notice  shall  be  delivered  to  such  pilot  personally,  or 
be  left  at  his  usual  place  of  abode,  at  least  fifteen  days  pre- 
vious to  the  time  mentioned  in  such  notice  for  his  appear- 
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ance,  to  show  cause,  if  any  there  be,  why  he  ought  not  to  be 
fined,  suspended  or  his  license  revoked,  as  the  case  maybe: 
And  if  such  pilot  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  appear  as  requir- 
ed by  the  said  notice,  or  if  on  appearing  before  the  said 
commissioners,  he  shall  not  show  good  and  sufficient  cause

er to  adjudicate  the  same  is  conferred  on  them  by  this  act, 
and  to  administer  oaths  to  such  witnesses.    Every  person 
duly  subpoenaed  as  a  witness,  who  shall  not  appear,  or  ap- 
pearing shall  refuse  to  testify,  shall  forfeit  for  every  such    . 
non-appearance  or  refusal,  (unless  some  reasonable  cause  or

§17.  If  any  pilot  shall  be  carried  to  sea  when  a  boat  is  carried  to1 
attending  to  receive  him,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  at 8ea 
the  rate  of  one  hundred  dollars  a  month  during  his  necessa- 
ry absence,  until  his  return  to  the  port  of  New-York,  in  ad- 
dition to  tho  pilotage  of  said  vessel;  all  which  said  monthly

§  18.  Every  pilot  licensed  as  such  in  pursuance  of  this  ^°lt*t^°r®n* 
act,  before  he  shall  enter  on  the  performance  of  his  official  cognizance 
duties,  shall  enter  into  a  recognizance  to  the  people  of  this  {Sethe  pe° 
state,  before  the  mayor  or  recorder  of  the  city  of  New- 
York,  with  two  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved  of  by  the 
said  mayor  or  recorder,  in  the  penalty  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  each,  with  condition  that  the  said  pilot  will  dili- 
gently and  faithfully  execute  the  trust  reposed  in  him,  and 
the  duties  required  of  him  by  virtue  of  this  act,  and  accord- 
ing to  the  directions  of  said  act,  and  the  rules,  orders,  regu- 
lations and  by-laws  of  the  board  of  commissioners  made  and 
promulgated  by  them  in  pursuance  of  said  act :  and  every 
recognizance,  if  forfeited,  may  at  the  instance  of  the  said 
commissioners,  or  on  the  request  of  any  person  aggrieved, 
be  prosecuted  under  the  direction  of  the  said  commissioners, 
in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof,  to  judgment  and 
execution,  as  in  other  cases;  and  the  amount  of  such  re- 
cognizance when  received,  shall,  by  order  of  the  court  in 
which  the  same  was  recovered,  be  paid  to  the  said  commis- 
sioners ;  and  the  said  commissioners  shall  in  such  case,  and 
also  at  any  time  after  suit  brought  on  such  recognizance,  if 
required  by  any  party  interested  therein,  examine  into  and 
ascertain  the  damages  sustained  by  the  party  so  aggrieved, 
and  shall  apply  the  money  which  may  be  recovered  and  re- 
ceived by  them,  or  as  much  thereof  as  shall  be  required  for 
that  purpose,  in  or  towards  the  payment  of  the  damages  so 
ascertained,  and  shall  make  report  in  writing  to  the  afore-

before  judgment  shall  be  obtained  on  his  recognizance  as 
aforesaid,  pay  to  the  said  aggrieved  party,  the  damages  to 
be  ascertained  by  the  said  commissioners  in  like  manner  as 
aforesaid,  together  with  costs  of  suit,  the  suit  on  such  re- 
cognizance shall  be  discontinued. 

Penalty.  §19.  If  any  pilot  licensed  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall, 

through  negligence  or  carelessness,  cast  away  or  lose  any 
vessel  under  his  care,  and  be  thereof  convicted  by  due  course 
of  law,  he  shall  be  deprived  of  his  license,  and  be  deemed 
forever  thereafter  incapable  of  acting  as  a  pilot  in  this  state; 
and  if  any  pilot  shall  run  a  vessel  aground,  through  care- 
lessness or  neglect,  he  shall  not  on  proot  thereof  be  entitled 
to  any  pilotage. 

Restriction  §  20.  The  commissioners,  their  secretary,  messenger  or

vessel,  and  the  place  where  moored;  which  said  report 
shaft  be  duly  noted  by  the  secretary  in  the  appropriate  book 
or  books  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  in  the  office  of  the  said 
commissioners.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Fireman's  benevolent  association 

of  Rochester. 

Passed  April  13,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  oj  JVew-York.  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  AH  such  persons  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be 
engineers  of  the  fire  department,  or  members  of  any  fire  en- 
gine, hook  and  ladder  or  hose  company,  in  the  city  of  Ro- 
chester, are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  by  the 
name  of  "  The  Fireman's  Benevolent  Association  of  Ro- 
chester," for  the  purpose  of  accumulating  a  fund  for  the  re- 
lief  of  indigent  and  disabled  firemen,  or  their  families;  and 
for  that  purpose  shall  have  power  to  take,  hold,  transfer  and 
convey  real  and  personal  property,  to  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  The  officers  of  the  said  corporation,  who  shall  have 
the  control  and  disposal  of  the  funds,  property  and  estate 
thereof  and  the  management  of  its  affairs,  shall  consist  of  a 
president,  vice-president,  second  vice-president,  secretary, 
treasurer,  collector  and  nine  trustees,  who  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot,  by  the  members  of  the  said  association  that  are 
or  may  be  entitled  by  the  by-laws  to  vote  at  such  election, 
on  the  second  Wednesday  in  December,  in  each  year,  and 
shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  one  year,  and  until 
others  are  elected  in  their  places. 

§  3.  The  following  named  persons  shall  be  the  first  officers 
of  the  corporation,  to  wit:  Theodore  Chapin,  president;  Wal- 
ter S.  Griffith,  vice-president;  Peter  W.  Jennings,  second 
vice-president;  Theodore  B.  Hamilton,  secretary;  Erastus 
Cook,  treasurer;  Albert  G.  Smith,  Edward  Roggen,  Isaac 
Helmes,  John  T.  Talman,  Charles  Hudson,  William  Ailing, 
Jonathan  King,  Jason  Bassett  and  Hiram  Nash,  trustees. 

§  4.  The  said  trustees  shall  possess  the  powers,  and  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  and  liabilities  of  the  eighteenth 
chapter  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  so  far  as 
the  same  are  applicable,  and  have  not  been  repealed.

ny, w  for  the  purpose  of  insuring  their  respective  dwelling- 
houses,  stores,  shops  and  other  buildings,  household  furni- 
ture, merchandise  and  other  property,  against  loss  or  da- 
mage by  fire.

town,  the  records  pf  which  were  destroyed  by  fire  in  the 
winter  of  1832>  fend  not  since  legally  recorded,  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  as  legally  laid  out  of  the  width  of  four  rods, 
as  if  said  re-survey  had  been  recorded,  and  the  width  of 
such  roads  had,  bedn  described,  according  to  the  then  exist- 
ing statutes.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  incorporate 
the  village  of  Fulton" passed  April 29.  1835. 

Passed  April  13,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New- York,  represented  in  Se- 
riate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

§  1.  The  boundaries  of  the  village  of  Fulton  are  hereby 
enlarged  so  as  to  include  subdivision  lots  thirteen,  fourteen 
and  fifteen,  and  the  remainder  of  lots  sixteen  and  seventeen 
of  the  Harper  location,  as  surveyed  by  Broughton  White 
in  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-seven. 

^  2.  The  twelfth  section  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  at  the  close  of  the  section  the  words  "  for  at 
least  ten  days." 

§  3.  The  fourteenth  section  of  said  act  is  hereby  amend- 
ed by  striking  out  the  words  "  the  same  as  justices  of  the 
peace  are  now  authorized  to  do." 

§  4.  The  seventeenth  section  of  said  act  is  hereby  repeal- 
ed and  the  following  substituted  in  its  place: 

The  said  trustees,  whenever  they  shall  deem  the  same 
necessary,  may  construct  or  repair,  in  such  manner  as  they 
think  best,  side  walks  or  cross  walks,  in  or  across  any  street 
in  said  village,  and  may  improve  or  name  or  change  the 
name  of  any  street  or  alley  therein,  and  cause  the  same  to 
be  levelled,  raised,  graded,  gravelled,  stoned,  paved,  flagged, 
curbed,  repaired  or  ornamented:  and  they  shall  assess  the 
expense  thereof  in  a  just  and  equitable  manner  upon  the  re- 
spective lots  and  property  in  front  of,  or  along  which  they 
snail  so  make  or  repair  or  improve  such  street  or  alley  or 
side  walk;  or  they  may  assess  the  same  by  a  general  tax,  or 
by  both  such  individual  and  general  tax,  as  they  shalf  deem 
just  and  equitable:  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the 
said  trustees,  in  assessing  and  apportioning  as  taxes  the  ex- 
penses so  to  be  assessed,  to  apportion  the  same  so  that  the 
said  taxes  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  respective  lots  or  pro- 
perty so  liable  to  be  taxed,  whether  belonging  to  individuals, 
corporations  or  other  companies  in  said  village,  or  other- 
wise, in  proportion  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  the  advantage  or 
increase  of  value  which  each  owner  or  occupant  thereof 
shall  be  deemed  to  receive,  or  to  have  received  from  such 
construction  or  improvement:  and  they  shall  also  assess  and 
add  to  the  tax  which  they  shall  so  levy  any  damage  which 
they  shall  estimate  that  any  person  or  persons  shall  have 
sustained  by  reason  of  such  improvement;  but  no  such  side 
walk,  street  or  alley  shall  be  so  constructed,  repaired  or  im- 
proved if  a  majority  of  the  persons  liable  to  be  taxed  there- 
for, and  being  residents  of  the  said  village,  shall  within 
five  days  after  the  trustees  shall  have  given  notice  of  their 
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intention  to  make  such  improvement,  file  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  said  village  their  objections  thereto.  And  when  Notice  to  be 
they  shall  have  completed  such  assessment  they  shall  give  given 
the  like  notice  of  the  same  as  assessors  of  towns  are  requir- 
ed to  do:  and  any  person  feeling  himself  aggrieved  thereby 
may,  within  ten  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  notice  afore- 
said appeal  from  such  assessment  by  giving  said  trustees 
three  days'  notice  of  such  appeal  to  the  first  or  senior  judge 
of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  of  Oswego, 
whose  decision  in  the  premises  shall  be  final.  Every  as- 
sessment roll  shall  remain  a  lien  on  the  premises  described 
therein  for  one  year  from  the  time  the  same  shall  be  filed 
with  the  clerk  of  said  village;  and  in  case  of  non-payment 
the  premises  may  be  sold  at  any  time  within  said  year,  and 
after  nine  months  from  the  time  of  filing  said  roll  with  said 
clerk.  Before  any  such  sale  shall  be  made  said  trustees 
shall  make  an  order,  which  shall  be  entered  in  the  record 
of  said  village  by  the  clerk,  directing  the  collector  of  said 
village  to  sell,  and  particularly  describing  the  premises  to 
be  sold  and  the  assessment  for  which  the  sale  is  to  be  made,  * 

a  copy  of  which  order  shall  be  delivered  to  the  collector. 
The  collector  shall,  on  the  receipt  of  such  order,  advertise 
the  premises  therein  described  for  sale  for  six  weeks,  in  the 
manner  required  in  the  case  of  foreclosure  of  mortgages  by 
advertisement;  and  such  sale  shall  be  conducted  in  like  man- 
ner, and  such  proceedings  shall  be  discontinued  whenever 
such  assessment,  interest  thereon  and  the  costs  shall  be 
paid.  All  sales  in  such  cases  shall  be  made  for  the  shortest 
period  for  which  any  person  will  take  the  premises  and  pay 
the  assessment,  interest  and  expenses.  Affidavits  of  the  ad- 
vertisement shall  be  made  as  required  in  the  case  of  mort*> 
gage  sales,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said  village, 
stating  the  amount  of  the  assesment,  interest  and  costs  for 
which  the  sale  was  made  and  the  time  for  which  said  premises 
were  sold.  On  the  day  of  sale  the  trustees  of  said  village 
shall  make  a  certificate  in  writing,  under  the  seal  of  said  corpo-

so  to  do,  file  tjieir  objections  thereto  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  said  village. 

§  6.  The  trustees,  before  laying  out,  altering,  making, 
opening  or  discontinuing  any  such  street,  road  or  alley,

§  1.  The  supervisor,  town  clerk  and  justices  of  the  peace, 
or  any  two  of  them,  in  the  town  of  Duanesburgh,  in  the 
county  Schenectady,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
meet  annually  in  said  town,  on  the  first  Friday  next  after 
the  annual  general  elections,  at  the  house  where  the  last 
annual  town  meeting  was  held,  to  audit  the  accounts  of  all 
charges  payable  by  the  said  town,  and  certify  as  to  the  cor- 
rectness of  the  same  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  said 
county,  at  their  first  meeting  thereafter;  and  the  accounts 
so  certified  shall  be  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  said 
board,  and  the  said  town  officers  shall  receive  therefor  the 
same  compensation  as  is  now  allowed  for  other  town  servi- 
ces. 

§  2.  The  board  of  supervisors  shall  have  the  same  au- 
thority to  require  proof  of  accounts  against  the  said  town 
which  they  now  possess,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
this  act.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Flushing. 

Passed  April  15,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New- York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  The  village  of  Flushing,  in  the  town  of  Flushing,  incorporation 
the  county  of  Queens,  and  all  the  inhabitants  of  that  village,  seated, 
are  hereby  incorporated,  by  the  name  of il  The  Trustees  of 
the  Village  of  Flushing:"  and  the  said  trustees  shall  have 
all  the  powers,  capacities,  rights  and  liabilities  of  a  corpora- 
tion, for  the  objects  and  purposes  of  this  act. 

§  2.  The  village  hereny  incorporated  shall  contain  all  Bounds  of 
that  part  of  the  town  of  Flushing  which  lies  within  the  ft)!-*61^6- 
lowing  lines  and  bounds:  beginning  at  a  point  on  the  south- 
westerly side  of  the  road  leading  from  the  village  of  Flush- 
ing to  the  village  of  Jamaica;  which  point  is  formed  by  the  , 
intersection  of  the  said  road  with  the  line  which  separates  the 
farm  of  Jordan  Wright  from  the  farm  of  Nathan  Sanford; 
thence  running  southwesterly  by  and  along  the  said  line  di- 
viding the  said  two  farms,  to  the  southwesterly  corner  of 
Jordan  Wright's  said  farm;  thence,  pursuing  the  same  di- 
rection, in  a  right  line  to  Flushing  creek;  thence  northerly 
and  easterly,  along  Flushing  creek,  to  the  mill  of  William 
Hamilton;  thence  northerly  and  easterly,  along  the  creek 
or  mill  pond  which  discharges  itself  into  Flushing  creek  at 
the  said  mill  of  William  Hamilton,  to  a  point  on  the  last 
mentioned  creek  or  mill  pond  exactly  west  from  a  point  on 
the  southwesterly  side  ot  the  farm  of  Robert  Carter,  which 
last  mentioned  point  shall  be  distant  from  the  southwesterly 
corner  of  Robert  Carter's  said  farm  three  hundred  feet 
northerly,  on  the  road  leading  from  the  village  of  Flushing 
to  Whitestone;  the  boundary  of  the  village  running  from 
the  said  point  on  the  last  mentioned  creek  or  miil  pond  di- 
rectly east,  to  the  said  point  distant  three  hundred  feet 
northerly  from  the  said  southwesterly  corner  of  Robert 
Carter's  said  farm;  thence  northeasterly,  by  a  line  parallel 
to  the  southeasterly  line  of  Robert  Carter's  said  farm,  and 
distant  therefrom,  northerly,  three  hundred  feet,  to  a  point 
on  Robert  Carter's  said  farm  exactly  north  from  a  point  in 
the  northerly  line  of  the  farm  formerly  of  John  Bowne  and 
now  belonging  to  Mary  Parsons,  Ann  Bowne  and  others, 
which  last  mentioned  point  shall  be  distant  from  the  north- 
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westerly  corner  of  the  said  last  mentioned  farm  three  hun- 
dred feet  northeasterly,  the  boundary  of  the  village  running 
from  the  said  northeastern  point  on  Robert  Carter's  said 
farm  directly  south  to  the  said  point  in  the  northerly  line 
of  the  said  farm  formerly  of  John  BoWne,  distant  three  hun- 
dred feet,  northeasterly,  from  the  said  northwesterly  corner 
of  the  last  mentioned  farm;  thence  southeasterly,  by  a  right 
line,  to  a  point  on  the  northeasterly  side  of  the  road  called 
;  the  long  lane,  which  last  mentioned  point  shall  be  determined 

by  the  intersection  of  two  lines,  one  of  them  being  the  line 
first  above  mentioned,  which  separates  the  farm  of  Nathan 
Sanford  and  the  farm  of  Jordan  Wright;  and  this  line  shall 
be  continued  northeasterly,  but  in  the  same  direction  which 
it  holds,  between  the  last  mentioned  two  farms,  until  it 
strikes  the  northeasterly  side  of  the  said  road  called  the 
long  lane,  where  it  forms  a  point,  at  which  the  right  line 
running  southeasterly  from  the  said  point  in  the  northerly 
line  of  the  said  farm  formerly  of  John  Bowne,  shall  termi- 
nate; and  from  this  point  of  intersection,  by  a  right  line,  to 
the  point  of  beginning. 
SStoUbe|  §  3*  There  shall  be  five  trustees  of  the  village,  who  shall 
elected.  be  freeholders  and  residents  of  the  village;  and  they  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  village,  entitled  to  vote 
for  other  elective  officers.  The  first  trustees  shall  be  cho- 
sen on  the  first  Monday  in  June  next,  and  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  the  first  day  of  January  next.  On  the  first  Mon- 
day in  December  next,  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  Decem- 
ber, in  every  subsequent  year,  trustees  shall  be  elected  for 
each  succeeding  year;  and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  for 
one  year  from  the  first  day  of  January  succeeding  their 
election.  If  at  any  time  the  annual  election  of  trustees 
should  not  take  place,  the  trustees  in  office  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  an  election  shall  be  held,  and  trustees  newly 
chosen  shall  enter  upon  their  offices. 

SectST*0'  §  4*  Tlie  Justices  of  the  peace  of  the  town  of  Flushing, 
shall  be  inspectors  and  judges  of  the  elections  of  trustees  of  the 
village;  and  they  or  one  of  them  shall  appoint  a  suitable 
place  in  the  village,  for  holding  each  election,  and  shall 
give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  election,  at  least 
one  week  before  the  day  of  election,  by  a  written  notice 
put  up  in  two  public  places  in  the  village.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  all  the  justices  to  attend  the  elections ;  but  an  elec- 
tion held  before  any  one  of  them,  in  the  absence  of  the 
others,  shall  be  valid.

The  trus- 
tees may  also  appoint  a  marshal  or  marshals,  not  exceeding 
three,  for  the  village,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  trustees,  shall  have  the  powers  of  constables 
in  the  village,  and  shall  execute  all  lawful  orders  of  the 
trustees.

They  8treets 
shall  have  power  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  keep  the  said 
roads  and  streets  in  good  repair  and  condition;  to  make  and 
repair  all  bridges  which  may  be  necessary  or  convenient; 
to  regulate  and  prescribe  the  width  of  side  walks;  to  pave 
streets  or  side  walks,  where  they  may  think  proper;  to  plant 
and  protect  trees  in  the  streets,  where  they  may  think  pro- 
per; and  to  remove  all  obstructions,  incumbrances  and 
nuisances  from  the  roads  and  streets.  They  shall  have  the 
sole  power  to  lay  out  and  open  new  roads  and  new  streets; 
to  widen  or  alter  any  road  or  street;  to  drain  stagnant  wa- 
ters, and  to  raise  low  grounds;  to  regulate  water  courses, 
ponds  and  watering  places;  to  improve  the  roads,  streets  and 
public  grounds  and  places  of  the  village;  to  prevent  and  sup- 
press all  nuisances  in  the  village;  to  restrain  and  prevent 
cattle,  horses,  sheep  and  swine  from  running  at  large  in  the 
roads  and  streets;  to  provide  and  maintain  a  pound,  appoint 
a  pound  master,  and  prescribe  his  duties;  to  erect  a  public 
market  house  in  the  village;  to  purchase  and  hold  such  land 
as  may  be  requisite  and  convenient  for  that  purpose  ;  to 
regulate  the  occupation  and  use  of  the  market  house  ;  to 
take  all  suitable  measures  for  the  prevention  and  extinguish- 
ment of  fires  in  the  village;  to  institute,  organize  and  gov- 
ern fire  companies;  to  procure  and  hold  engines  and  other

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instruments  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires;  to  build  and 
hold  a  house  or  houses  for  fire  engines;  to  purchase  and 
hold  so  much  land  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose;  to 
establish  wells,  or  wells  and  pumps,  in  the  streets  of  the 
village,  where  they  may  think  fit;  and  all  wells  and  pumps 
•  in  the  streets  of  the  village  shall  be  under  their  control, 
and  shall  be  by  them  repaired  and  kept  for  public  use. 

Bylaws.  §  g#  The  trustees  shall  haye  power  to  make  all  laws  and 

ordinances  which  may  be  suitable  to  carry  into  execution 
the  powers  vested  in  them  by  this  act,  and  to  enforce  and 
carry  into  effect  such  laws  and  ordinances;  but  no  law  or 
ordinance  of  the  trustees  shall  impose  a  greater  fine  or  pen- 
alty than  thirty  dollars,  for  any  one  offence  :  and  every 
law  or  ordinance  of  the  trustees  shall  be  published,  by  put- 
ting up  certified  copies,  in  five  or  more  public  and  conspicu- 
ous places  in  the  village.

sore.  when  they  make  their  annual  assessment,  shall,  besides  the 

assessment  roll  of  the  town,  make  a  separate  assessment 
roll  of  so  much  of  each  yearly  assessment  as  relates  to  per- 
sons residing  and  property  situated  within  the  village  of

§  1.  James  Seymour,  Jonathan  Child,  Elijah  F.  Smith,  corporation 
James  K.  Livingston,  Moses  Chapin,  Henry  B.  Williams created 
and  their  associates,  who  shall  be  stockholders  as  herein  af- 
ter named,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  po- 
litic by  the  name  of  "  The  Rochester  Female  Academy ," 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing,  maintaining  and  conducting 
a  literary  institution  for  the  education  of  females  in  the  city 
of  Rochester. 

§  2.  The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  be  capable  in  Real  and

The  People  of  the  State  of  New- York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  owner  or  occupant  omen  or 
of  any  manufactory  of  fine  salt,  in  tne  town  of  Salina,  to  cnteiPnamci 
keep  a  book,  in  which  he  shall  enter,  or  cause  to  be  enter- ,n  a  **♦<*• 
ed,  the  name  and  residence  of  every  person  who  shall  pro- 
cure salt  at  such  manufactory,  together  with  the  quantity 
of  salt  by  measure  set  opposite  such  name,  which  shall  be 
at  any  time  taken  from  such  manufactory  by  such  person, 
not  exceeding  ten  barrels  of  salt  at  anyone  time;  which 
book  shall  be  open  to  the  examination  of  the  inspector  of 
salt,  and  his  deputy  or  deputies,  every  day,  from  the  rising 
to  the  setting  of  the  sun. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  inspector,  or  one  or  more  inspector  m 
of  his  deputies,  to  examine  all  the  said  books,  so  kept  as  bSoki^iiiy. 
aforesaid,  at  least  once  in  each  day,  and  to  compare  the  en- 
tries so  made  for  each  day,  with  the  respective  quantities 
of  salt  inspected,  from  the  same  manufactories  on  the  same 
day,  under  the  quantity  of  ten  barrels.

The  People  of  the  State  oj  JSlew-York.  represented  in  Se- 
note  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  After  the  decease  of  any  non  resident  foreigner  in- 
testate, and  who  is  not  a  permanent  resident  at  the  time  of 
his  decease  in  the  state  of  New-York,  who  shall  not  have 
become  naturalized  or  taken  any  incipient  measurers  for 
that  purpose,  leaving  no  widow  or  next  of  kin,  administra- 
tion of  such  intestate's  goods  and  estate  shall,  within  thirty 
days,  be  granted  to  the  consul  or  vice-consul  who  shall  have 
been  duly  appointed  for  the  state  of  New-York,  by  the  gov- 
ernment in  which  said  deceased  alien  shall  have  been  born, 
and  who  shall  have  been  recognised  as  such  by  the  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States;  and  after  thirty  days  from  the

ed  by  the  board  of  trustees,  execute,  in  the  presence  of  the gureti#i* 
clerk  of  the  village,  an  instrument  in  writing,  by  which  such 
constable  and  his  sureties  shall  jointly  and  severally  agree  to 
p^y  to  each  and  every  person  who  may  be  entitled  thereto, 
all  such  sums  of  money  as  the  said  constable  may  become 
liable  to  pay,  on  account  of  any  execution  which  shall  be 
delivered  to  him  for  collection.     The  clerk  of  the  village 
shall  certify  the  approval  of  the  board  of  trustees  on  such 
instrument,  and  file  the  same  :  and  a  copy  of  such  instru- 
ment; certified  by^the  clerk  under  the  corporate  seal,  shall 
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be  presumptive  evidence  in  all  courts,  of  the  execution  there* 
of  oy  such  constable  and  bis  sureties.  All  actions  on  any 
such  instrument  shall  be  prosecuted  within  two  years  after 
the  expiration  of  the  year  for  which  the  said  constable  nam- 
ed therein  shall  have  been  elected  or  appointed,  and  may  be 
brought  in  the  name  of  the  person  or  persons  entitled  to  the 
money  to  be  collected  by  virtue  of  such  instrument 
Treasurer1*  §  27.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  belonging 
w#  to  the  village,  and  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts 
and  expenditures  in  suoh  manner  as  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  direct.  All  moneys  drawn  from  the  treasury  shall  be 
drawn  in  pursuance  of  an  order  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
by  warrant  signed  by  the  clerk  and  countersigned  by  the 

President,  or  tne  presiding  officer  for  the  time  being  of  the 
oard  of  trustees.    Such  warrant  shall  specify  for  what  pur- 
pose the  amount  specified  therein  shall  be  paid :  and  the 
clerk  shall  keep  an  accurate  account,  under  tne  appropriate 
heads  of  expenditure,  of  all  orders  to  be  drawn  on  the  treasu- 
ry, in  a  check  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees,  at 
b?tni*e«H  least ten  d*ys  before  the  annual  election  held  under  this  act, 
to  cause  to  be  published,  in  one  or  more  of  the  public  news- 
papers in  said  village,  a  full  and  correct  statement  in  detail, 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  by  the  said  board  of  trus- 
tees, for  the  contingent  expenses  and  all  other  expenditures 
of  said  village  from  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report,  pub- 
lished in  pursuance  of  this  section,  to  the  date  of  their  said 
report;  and  also  a  distinct  statement  of  the  whole  of  the 
money  assessed,  received  and  expended,  for  making  and  re- 
pairing roads,  highways  and  bridges  in  said  village  for  the 
same  period,  together  with  such  other  information  in  their 
power  to  furnish,  as  may  be  necessary  to  a  full  understand- 
ing of  the  financial  concerns  of  said  village, 
cierk'sduty.     §  29.  The  clerk  shall  keep  the  corporate  seal  and  all  the 
papers  belonging  to  said  village,  and  make  a  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  whose  meetings  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  attend;  and  copies  of  all  papers  duly 
filed  in  his  office,  and  transcripts  from  the  records  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  b    rd  of  trustees,  certified  by  him  un- 
der the  corporate  seal,  s.  ill  be  evidence  in  all  courts,  in  like 
manner  as  if  the  original  were  produced, 
street  com.      §30.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  street  commissioners  to

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by  the  board  of  trustees  in  their  respective  wards,  and  to 
make  contracts  for  the  work  and  materials  which  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  same;  to  keep  accurate  accounts  of  all 
moneys  expended  by  them  in  the  performance  of  any  work, 
together  with  the  cause  of  such  expenditure,  and  to  render 
such  account  to  the  board  of  trustees,  accompanied  with 
his  oath  or  affirmation  before  some  proper  officer,  that  such 
account  is  true  and  correct  according  to  the  best  ot  his  know- 
ledge and  belief:  but  no  contract  or  agreement  made  by  any 
such  commissioner  shall  be  binding  on  the  corporation,  until 
the  same  is  ratified  by  the  board  of  trustees  ;  but  when  so 
ratified,  it  shall  be  of  the  same  effect  as  if  executed  under 
the  corporate  seal  and  signed  by  the  president  and  clerk. 

§  31.  The  street  commissioners  shall  respectively  be  paid  ^v  to  bc 
out  of  the  treasury  such  compensation  for  their  services  as 
the  board  of  trustees  shall  think  proper,  not  exceeding  one 
dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day,  for  every  day  actually  em- 
ployed in  the  business  of  their  office.

longing to  said  village,  or  appertaining  to  his  office,  he  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  for  the  use  of  said  village  fifty  dollars,  be- 
sides all  damages  caused  by  his  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  de- 
liver. 

§  33.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  stated  meetings  at  stated  meet- 
least  once  in  each  month,  and  the  president  or  any  two  trus- Sis.  °f  trus 
tees  may  call  special  meetings,  by  notice  to  each  of  tjie  mem- 
bers of  the  board,  served  personally  or  left  at  his  usual  place 
of  abode.  Petitions  and  remonstrances  may  be  presented 
to  the  board.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  man- 
agement and  control  of  the  finances,  and  of  all  the  proper- 
ty, real  and  personal,  belonging  to  the  village,  and  snail 
have  power  within  said  village,  to  make,  establish,  publish, 
alter,  modify,  amend  and  repeal  ordinances,  rules,  regula- 
tions and  by-laws  for  the  following  purposes  : 

J.  To  prevent  vice  and'immorality,  and  to  preserve  peace  r7 iaw*. 
and  good  order. 

2.  To  regulate  auction  sales.  * 

3.  To  restrain  and  suppress  disorderly  and  gaming  houses, 
billiard  tables,  nine-pin  and  all  other  bowling  alleys,  and  all 
other  instruments  and  devices  used  for  gaming. 

4.  To  regulate  and  prevent  the  firing  of  guns,  pistols, 
crackers,  rockets,  squibs,  fire-balls,  the  flying  of  kites,  or 
any  other  amusement  or  practice  having  a  tendency  to  fright- 
en horses  or  annoy  persons  passing  the  streets  or  side-walks 
in  said  village. 

5.  To  pass  such  rules  and  ordinances,  and  do  all  such  acts 
as  may  by  them  be  deemed  necessary  to  prevent  malignant 
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diseases  and  to  protect  the  health  of  said  village,  and  to  di- 
rect the  keeping  and  returning  bills  of  mortality,  and  to 
impose  penalties  on  physicians  and  others  for  any  default 
therein. 

6.  To  regulate  the  conveying  and  keeping  gun-powder 
and  other  combustible  and  dangerous  materials,  and  the  use 
of  candles  and  lights  in  barns  and  stables. 

7.  To  regulate  the  place  and  manner  of  selling  and  weigh- 
ing hay.  and  the  selling  and  measuring  wood,  lime  and  coal, 
and  to  appoint  suitable  persons  to  superintend  and  conduct 
the  same. 

8.  To  regulate  and  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  dogs 
owned  by  persons  residing  in  said  village. 

9.  To  appoint  an  examiner  of  weights  and  measures. 

10.  To  appoint  watchmen,  and  prescribe  their  powers  and 
duties. 

11.  To  prevent  immoderate  riding  and  driving  in  the 
streets. 

12.  To  abate  and  remove  all  nuisances. 

13.  To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  horses,  cattle, 
sheep  and  swine,  and  to  cause  such  as  are  found  running  at 
large  to  be  impounded. 

14.  To  light  the  streets  of  said  village. 

15.  To  establish,  make  and  regulate  reservoirs,  public 
pumps  and  wells,  and  to  prevent  the  unnecessary  waste  of 
water. 

16.  To  establish  and  regulate  public  pounds. 

17.  To  prevent  any  riot  or  noise,  disturbance  or  disor- 
derly assemblage. 

18.  To  regulate  and  restrain  the  ringing  of  bells. 

19.  To  survey  the  boundaries  of  said  village. 

Kay  restrain     §  34.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  restrain 
shows,  &«.   or  grant  license  for  all  or  any  exhibitions  of  any  natural  or 
artificial  curiosities,  caravans  of  animals,  theatrical  and  other 
shows,  or  exhibitions  or  performances  for  money;  and  no 
license  or  permit  shall  be  granted  for  a  sum  less  than  ten  or 
more  ihan  fifty  dollars  ;  and  any  person  or  persons,  for  ex- 
hibiting any  such  show  or  shows,  without  such  permit  or 
license,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be 
recovered  gs  is  provided  tor  the  collection  of  other  penalties 
under  this  act;  and  when  so  recovered  and  collected  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  of  Seneca  for 
the  support  of  the  poor  of  said  county.

misconduct.

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amend  and  repeal  all  such  ordinances,  by-laws  and  police 
regulations,  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the 
powers  given  to  said  board  by  this  act;  and  enforce  obser- 
vance to  all  rules,  ordinances,  by-laws  and  police  regula- 
tions made  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  by  imposing  penalties 
on  any  persons  violating  the  same,  not  exceeding  fifty  dol- 
lars for  any  one  offence,  to  be  recovered  with  cost  in  an 
action  of  debt,  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof. 
Every  such  ordinance  or  by-law  imposing  any  penalty  or

other  competent  proof  of  such  publication,  shall  be  conclu- 
sive evidence  of  the  legal  publication  and  promulgation  of 
such  ordinance  or  by-law  in  all  courts  and  places.

of  trustees  shall  appoint  in  said  village.     The  president,  or 
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in  his  absence,  any  one  of  the  trustees,  shall  preside  at  such 
meeting;  and  the  clerk  of  said  village,  or  in  his  absence, 
any  person  appointed  by  the  said  meeting,  shall  be  clerk 
thereof;  and  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting  shall  be  enter- 
ed of  record  in  the  records  of  said  village.

them  on  the  day  specified  in  said  precept.  The  jury  shall 
be  sworn  by  any  justice  of  the  peace  or  said  village,  faith-

ry shall  view  the  premises,  and  in  their  discretion  receive 
any  legal  evidence,  and  may,  if  necessary,  adjourn  from  day 
to  day.     Such  jury  shall  award  and  determine,  to  the  own- 
er or  owners  of  such  land,  such  damages  as  they  shall  judge 
such  owner  or  owners  to  sustain  in  consequence  of  such 
street,  after  taking  into  consideration  and  making  due  al- 
lowance for  any  benefit  which  said  owner  or  owners  may 
derive  from  such  improvement.     The  said  jury  shall  also, 
at  the  same  time,  assess  and  apportion  the  expenses  of  such 
improvement  on  the  real  estate  benefitted  thereby,  as  near- 
ly as  may  be  in  proportion  to  the  benefits  resulting  there- 
from, and  shall  describe  the  real  estate  on  which  any  as- 
sessment is  made  under  this  section,  in  the  same  manner  as 
provided  in  the  thirty-ninth  section  of  this  act,  in  relation 
to  the  assessment  of  taxes.    If  there  be  any  building  on  any 
land  taken  for  such  improvement,  the  owner  thereof  shall 
have  ten  days,  or  such  time  as  the  board  of  trustees  may 
allow,  after  the  final  assessment  of  the  jury  is  returned  to, 
and  confirmed  by,  the  board  of  trustees,  to  remove  the  same;

They  shall  assess  the  amount  directed  by 
the  board  of  trustees  to  be  assessed  for  any  improvement 
on  the  real  estate  deemed  by  them  to  be  benefitted  thereby, 
in  proportion  to  the  benefit  resulting  thereto,  as  nearly  as 
may  be.  And  the  said  assessors  shall  briefly  describe,  in 
the  assessment  roll  to  be  made  by  them,  the  real  estate  on, 
or  in  respect  of  which,  any  assessment  is  made  under  this 
section*  When  the  assessment  is  completed,  they  shall  give 
the  same  notice,  and  have  the  same  power  to  make  correc- 
tions, as  in  the  case  of  the  assessment  of  taxes.

the  right  to  redeem  will  expire.  If  the  proceedings  are 
stopped  before  a  sale  is  made,  the  treasurer  may  include 
one  dollar  and  no  more,  in  the  expenses  for  his  fees.  If  the 
premises  are  sold,  the  treasurer  may  include  two  dollars  in 
the  amount  of  expenses  for  his  fees,  and  no  more.  The 
right  of  redemption  in  all  cases  of  such  sales,  in  the  same 
manner  and  to  the  same  extent,  shall  exist  to  the  owner  and 
his  creditors,  as  is  allowed  by  law  in  the  case  of  real  es- 
tate by  virtue  of  an  execution.  The  money,  in  case  of  re- 
demption, may  be  paid  to  the  purchaser,  or  for  him  to  the 
clerk  of  the  village.  In  case  of  no  redemption,  or  in  case 
of  redemption  by  the  creditor  or  creditors,  the  board  of 
trustees  shall  make,  to  the  purchaser  or  his  legal  represen- 
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tatives,  or  the  person  entitled  thereto,  a  declaration  in  writing 
under  the  corporate  seal,  signed  by  the  president  and  at- 
tested by  the  clerk,  containing  a  description  of  the  premises, 
the  fact  of  assessment,  advertisement  and  sale,  and  the  pe- 
riod for  which  the  premises  were  sold,  which  declaration 
shall  be  evidence  of  a  right  to  the  use  and  occupancy  of 
the  premises  for  said  period,  to  be  computed  from  the  ex- 
piration of  fifteen  months  after  the  day  of  sale.  AH  build- 
ings put  on  the  premises  in  the  exercise  of  such  right  of 
occupancy,  during  the  period,  may  be  removed  at  or  before 
the  expiration  thereof.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New- York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

tat  repeal-  §  l.  So  much  of  the  eleventh  section  of  said  act,  as  re- 
stricts the  amount  of  dividends  to  be  made  to  the  stockhold- 
ers of  said  corporation  in  any  one  year,  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  ten  per  cent,  is  hereby  repealed,  and  said  section 
shall  be  taken  as  if  no  such  restriction  was  contained  therein. 

towtobe""  §  *'  *^e  stock  anc'  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be 
•wanted,  managed  and  conducted  by  thirty  directors,  instead  of  se- 
venteen, as  provided  in  the  act  hereby  amended,  each  of 
whom  shall  be  a  stockholder,  a  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
and  a  resident  within  this  state;  they  shall  be  elected  on  the 
second  Monday  in  January  in  each  and  every  year,  at  such 
time  of  the  day,  and  at  such  place  in  the  city  of  New- York, 
as  the  board  of  directors  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint, 
and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  others  shall

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Port- Ontario,  in  the 
town  of  Richland,  in  the  county  of  Oswego. 

Passed  April  24,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  All  that  part  of  the  town  of  Richland,  in  the  county  of  corporatioa 
Oswego,  which  is  contained  in  the  following  boundaries,  to  6reate  * 
wit  :  Beginning  at  the  southwest  corner  of  lot  number  fif- 
teen, in  the  said  town,  being  one  mile  southerly  from  the 
mouth  of  Salmon  river  on  the  lake  shore,  thence  along  the 
south  bounds  of  the  said  lot  number  fifteen,  south  sixty-seven 
degrees  and  an  half  east,  and  the  same  course  continued, 
one  hundred  and  twenty  chains;  thence  north  twenty-two 
degrees  and  an  half  east,  one  hundred  and  ten  chains;  thence 
north  sixty-seven  degrees  and  an  half  west,  to  the  lake  shore; 
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thence  along  thfe  same  to  the  place  of  beginning;  shall  here- 
after be  known  and  distinguished  as  "  The  village  of  Port- 
Ontario/'  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  shall  hereafter  be  a 
body  corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  of  "The  Village  of 
Port-Ontario/' 
2JJi£ed&toe  §  2-  The  said  village  shall  be  divided  into  four  wards 
4  wards.  numbered  one,  two,  three  and  four.  Ward  number  one,  or 
the  first  ward,  shall  include  the  following  part  of  the  said 
village,  to  wit :  All  that  territory  comprised  within  the  fol- 
lowing boundaries,  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  north  bounds 
of  the  said  corporation;  east  by  Bridge-street;  south  by 
Salmon  river;  and  on  the  west  by  Lake  Ontario.  The  se- 
cond ward,  or  ward  number  two,  is  bounded  on  the  north 
by  the  north  bounds  of  the  said  corporation  ;  east  by  the 
east  bounds  of  the  said  corporation;  south  by  Salmon  river; 
and  on  the  west  by  Bridge-street.  The  third  ward,  or 
ward  number  three,  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Salmon 
river;  east  by  the  east  bounds  of  the  said  corporation;  south 
by  the  south  bounds  of  the  said  corporation;  and  on  the 
west  by  N.-street  The  fourth  ward,  or  ward  number  four, 
is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Salmon  river;  east  by  the  east 
bounds  of  the  said  corporation ;  south  by  the  south  bounds 
of  the  said  corporation,  and  on  the  west  by  Lake  Ontario, 
inhabitants  §  3.  The  inhabitants  of  each  of  the  said  wards,  and  duly 
whereTo     qualified  to  vote  in  town  meetings  in  the  said  town  of  Rich- 

t?u!tee&lect  'anc*»  shall,  on  ^e  first  day  °f  ^une  next>  at  n*ne  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon,  meet  in  their  respective  wards,  that  is  to  say: 
The  inhabitants  of  the  first  ward,  at  the  house  of  John  H. 
McChestney,  innkeeper,  in  the  said  ward;  the  inhabitants 
of  the  second  ward,  at  the  house  of  Barna  Smith,  in  that 
ward;  the  inhabitants  of  the  third  ward,  at  the  house  of 
Asa  C.  Dickinson,  in  that  ward;  and  the  inhabitants  of  the 
fourth  ward,  at  the  house  of  Lawrence  W.  Cole,  in  that 
ward  :  and  when  so  assembled,  they  shall,  by  ballot  and 
by  a  plurality  of  votes,  elect  two  trustees,  residents  of  the 
ward  in  which  such  election  is  held;  and  on  the  same  ballot 
shall  vote  for  some  one  person  resident  of  the  said  village, 
to  be  president  thereof:  and  in  the  first  ward,  Jabez  Mea- 
cham  shall  attend  at  and  preside  over  such  election,  and  in 
the  second  ward  William  Vorce  shall  in  like  manner  attend 
and  preside,  and  in  the  third  ward  Asa  C.  Dickinson  shall 
in  like  manner  attend  and  preside,  and  in  the  fourth  ward 
Charles  Howard  shall  in  like  manner  attend  and  preside. 
The  officers  so  presiding  shall  receive  and  canvass  the  votes 
given,  decide  on  the  qualifications  of  voters,  and  shall  cer- 
tify in  writing  the  number  of  votes  given  for  each  person 
voted  for  at  such  election.  At  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
of  the  same  day,  the  said  presiding  officers  shall  meet  at 
the  house  of  Lawrence  W.  Cole  in  the  said  village,  and 
shall  then  and  there  decide,  from  the  certificates  of  such

election  in  each  ward,  (and  which  they  shall  bring  with 
them  and  produce)  what  person,  by  a  plurality  of  the  votes 
of  the  said  village,  has  been  elected  president  thereof,  and 
what  persons,  by  a  like  plurality  in  each  ward,  are  elected 
trustees  therein;  and  such  decision  in  writing,  signed  by 
the  said  presiding  officers,  together  with  the  said  certificates 
of  election  in  each  ward,  shall  be  filed  by  them  with  the 
clerk  of  the  said  trustees,  whenever  one  shall  be  chosen,  by 
them.  Immediately  after  such  decision,  the  said  presiding 
officers  shall  cause  notice  to  be  given  to  the  president  and 
trustees  elect,  of  such  their  election. 

§  4.  The  said  persons  so  elected  president  and  trustees  as  First  meet 
aforesaid,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  hold  their  first  meet-  trust!*** 
ing  on  the  third  day  of  June  next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, at  the  dwelling-house  of  Lawrence  W.  Cole,  and 
shall  there  choose  the  following  officers,  being  residents  of

§  6.  The  president,  or  any  two  of  the  trustees  may  call  *pecw 
special  meetings  of  the  said  board  of  trustees.  The  trea-  lm,,■ii^|,, 
surer  shall  receive  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  said  village, 
and  disburse  them  as  the  said  board  may  direct,  keeping 
regular  books,  vouchers  and  accounts  thereof,  and  shall  re- 
port the  same  to  the  said  board  when  thereto  required,  to- 
gether with  an  account  current  and  balance  sheet. 

§  7.  The  said  corporation  may  take,  hold,  purchase  and  ,lpH,"jJJ 
convey,  such  real  and  personal  estate  as  the  purposes  of  the  lime. 
said  corporation  may  require. 

§  8.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  said  village  shall  have  Jjjjj^ 
power, 

1.  To  provide  for  the  erection  of  buildings;  for  building 
aqueducts  and   reservoirs  for  water,   and  public  sewers ;  . 
for  digging  and  constructing  wells,  cisterns  and  pumps  for

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the  use  of  the  said  village;  and  for  preserving  and  keeping 
in  repair  all  the  property  of  the  said  corporation. 

2.  To  purchase  fire  engines,  hooks,  ladders  and  other 
apparatus  and  implements  for  extinguishing  fires  in  the  said 
village;  to  fix  the  salary  or  compensation  (if  any  is  allowed) 
of  all  or  any  of  the  officers  chosen  by  the  said  board  of 
trustees. 

3.  For  causing  fire  places,  chimneys,  stoves  and  stove- 
pipes, to  be  inspected,  and  to  be  so  constructed  or  put  up  as 
to  be  free  from  danger  from  fire,  and  for  such  purposes  the 
board  may  authorize  any  proper  officer,  by  them  to  be  ap- 
pointed, to  enter  houses,  buildings  and  ground  at  all  proper 
times. 

4.  To  compel  the  inhabitants  to  make  scuttles  on  the  roofs 
of  buildings,  to  deposit  their  ashes  in  safe  places,  and  to  pro- 
vide and  keep  fire-buckets,  which  are  hereby  exempted  from 
distress,  seizure  or  sale  on  execution,  or  for  rent;  to  organize 
fire  companies,  and  hook  and  ladder  companies,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  their  government  and  exercise,  and  for  their  ap- 
pointment and  removal;  such  companies  shall  be  free  from 
ipilitary  and  jury  duty  in  courts  of  justices  of  the  peace, 
provided  no  such  company  shall  exceed  the  number  of  twen- 
ty-five persons;  to  compel  the  inhabitants  to  aid  in  the  ex- 
tinguishment of  fires;  to  purchase,  establish  and  regulate 
hay  scales,  and  to  appoint  weigh-masters  and  regulate  their 
fees:  to  prevent  and  remove  obstructions  in  the  streets,  side 
walks,  alleys  and  public  squares  of  the  said  village;  to  pro- 
tect trees  in  the  said  village;  to  provide  for  lighting  the 
streets;  to  prevent  improper  and  immoderate  riding  and 
driving;  to  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses, 
sheep,  swine,  and  geese;  to  restrain  gaming  and  all  fraudu- 
lent devices;  to  regulate  grocers  and  keepers  of  victualling- 
houses;  to  restrain  or  regulate  exhibitions  of  caravans  of 
animals,  of  natural  or  artificial  curiosities,  or  other  show  or 
exhibition  for  money;  to  prevent  the  firing  of  fire-arms  or 
fire  works;  to  abate  nuisances,  and  prevent  encroachments 
on  streets  or  side  walks;  to  regulate  the  keeping  and  trans- 
porting of  gun-powder;  to  establish  and  regulate  markets; 
to  prevent  riots,  noises  and  disorderly  assemblages,  and  to 
regulate  swimming  and  bathing  in  the  waters  in  or  bounding 
on  the  said  village;  to  issue  warrants  for  the  collection  of 
taxes,  and  to  renew  the  same;  to  prescribe  fines,  penalties 
and  forfeitures  for  violating  any  by-law,  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars  for  any  one  offence,  and  which  fines,  penalties  and 
forfeitures  may  be  sued  for  and  collected  with  costs,  before 
any  justice  of  the  peace,  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  trea- 
surer of  the  said  village,  in  an  action  of  debt,  assumpsit  or 
case;  and  to  make  all  regulations  whatever  in  any  thing  con- 
cerning the  health,  benefit  and  good  government  of  the  said 
village,  the  duties  of  its  officers,  ana  their  powers  and  lia- 
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bWities  :  but  no  by-law  or  regulation  shall  remain  in  force 
longer  than  two  years  from  the  passing  thereof,  unless  re- 
newed by  the  said  board;  and  every  such  renewal  shall  re- 
main in  force  only  for  the  like  time  from  the  renewal  thereof. 

§  9.  The  president,  trustees,  clerk,  treasurer,  collector,  £JfeCoSh° 
and  constable,  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of 
their  said  offices,  respectively  take  and  subscribe  before  some 
county  judge,  commissioner  of  deeds  or  justice  of  the  peace, 
an  oath,  well  and  truly  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  said 
offices  respectively;  and  in  addition  thereto,  the  said  con- 
stables shall,  with  sureties,  execute  a  bond  in  the  form  (and 
to  be  approved  of  by  the  said  president)  required  by  law 
from  constables  in  the  several  towns  in  this  state,  and  which 
bond  shall  be  filed  with  the  said  clerk. 

§  10.  The  taxablejnhabitants  of  said  village,  at  their  an- JJjJJf^0  ** 
nual  meetings,  shall  vote  the  amount  of  taxes  to  be  raised  tax. 
on  the  said  village,  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  in 
any  one  year.  The  said  board  shall  cause  a  tax  list  to  be 
made  for  raising  such  tax,  and  shall,  as  far  as  is  practica- 
ble, take  and  adopt  the  valuation  of  property  in  the  said  vil- 
lage from  the  last  assessment  rolls  or  the  said  town  of  Rich- 
land; and  the  said  board  shall,  under  their  common  seal, 
and  signed  by  their  clerk,  authorize  their  collector  to  col- 
lect the  said  tax,  and  pay  the  amount  to  their  treasurer,  re- 
taining in  his  hands  five  per  cent  for  collecting;  and  the  said 
collector  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  said  tax,  with  like  pow- 
ers and  authority  as  collectors  of  towns,  and  shall  pay  the 
same  to  their  treasurer  at  the  time  directed  in  his  warrant 
and  which  moneys  when  paid,  shall  be  subject  to  the  orders 
of  the  said  board.  , 

§  11.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  cause  the  side-waikj 
side- walks,  streets, public  squares  and  highways  within  the  said 8treet8> 
village  to  be  levelled,  raised,  gravelled,  stoned,  paved,  flag- 
ged and  repaired,  and  to  pass  by-laws  requiring  the  owners 
and  occupants  of  real  estate  opposite  thereto  to  make  such  im- 
provements, and  in  case  of  any  default  therein  by  any  ownfer 
or  occupant,  to  cause  the  expense  of  making  the  same  to  be 
levied  and  cpllected  by  warrant,  under  the  corporate  seal 
of  the  said  trustees,  on  the  goods  and  chatties  of  the  offend- 
er, to  be  directed  to  the  collector  of  the  said  village,  who 
shall  have  the  same  powers,  and  be  entitled  to  demand  and 
receive  thereon  the  same  fees,  as  a  constable  would  be  on 
execution,  and  if  the  same  cannot  be  collected  on  such  war- 
rant, then  the  land  opposite  to  such  improvement  shall  be 
chargeable  with  the  payment  thereof,  and  it  shall  be  a  lien 
thereon,  and  after  six  months  default  in  the  payment  there- 
of, the  treasurer  of  the  said  village  shall  cause  the  said  prem- 
ises to  be  advertised  for  sale  in  a  public  newspaper  printed 
in  the  said  county  of  Oswego,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in 
the  twenty-first  section  of  the  act  incorporating  the  village 
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of  West-Troy,  passed  April  30,  1836,  and  the  sale  shall  be 
conducted  and  rhade  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  that  sec- 
tion. The  collector  of  the  said  village  shall  give  such  se- 
curity for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  as  the  said 
board  of  trustees  shall  prescribe  and  direct. 

§  12.  The  said  village  shall  constitute  a  road  district,  and 
the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  exclusively  be  commission- 
ers thereof,  with  all  the  powers  that  commissioners  of  high- 
ways in  the  several  towns  in  this  state  possess,  and  subject 
to  the  like  duties.  Two  or  more  overseers  of  such  road  dis- 
trict shall  be  appointed  by  the  said  board  of  trustees,  with 
such  powers  as  the  said  trustees  shall  confer  on  them, 

§  13.  The  police  constable  of  the  said  village,  shall  pos- 
sess all  the  powers  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  of  con- 
stables in  the  said  town  of  Richland,  lyith  such  other  police 
powers  as  the  said  trustees  shall  confer. 

§  14.  The  said  trustees  may  grant  licenses  for  keeping 
inns,  taverns  and  victualling-houses  in  the  said  village.  The 
said  trustees  shall  possess  all  the  powers  of  commissioners 
of  excise  therein,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  re- 
ceive the  same  fees,  payable  to  the  excise  officers  of  the 
town  of  Richland,  ;to  be  applied  as  the  other  excise  money 
of  said  town. 

§  15.  The  said  trustees  shall  enjoy  the  privileges,  and  be 
subject  to  the  restrictions,  contained  in  the  third  title  of  chap- 
ter eighteen  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  so  far 
as  they  may  be  applicable  to  such  a  corporation. 

§  16.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately  after  its  pas- 
sage, and  shall  be  subject  to  legislative  alteration,  modifica- 
tion, or  repeal. 


Chap.  249. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Franklindale  fire  company  ro 

Dutchess  county. 

Passed  April  24,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New- York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

corporation  §  l.  It  shall  and  may  bo  lawful  for  James  Ingham,  Benja- 
crettwL  min  Clapp,  Henry  Messeir,  and  all  such  persons  as  may  as- 
sociate together,  in  the  town  of  Fishkili,  in  the  county  of 
Dutchess,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  one  or  more  fire 
engines  and  other  implements  tor  extinguishing  fires  in  the 
said  town  of  Fishkili,  to  meet  together  at  any  time  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  and  choose  not  less  than  three  nor  more 
than  five  of  their  number  to  be  trustees,  to  be  called  li  The 
Franklindale  Fire  Company,"  who  shall  be  a  body  corporate, 
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and  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  by  that  name  be 
capable  of  taking,  holding  and  conveying  property,  real  and 
personal,  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  fires, 
and  the  preservation  of  the  engines,  tools  and  implements 
of  the  said  company. 

§  2.  The  said  trustees  and  their  successors,  or  a  majority  Firemcn 
of  them,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  nominate 
and  appoint  a  sufficient  number  of  firemen,  residing  within 
eighty  rods  from  the  Comb  factory  in  said  village,  (willing 
to  accept,)  not  exceeding  twenty-five  to  each  engine  be- 
longing to  said  company,  to  have  the  care,  management, 
working  and  using  said  fire  engine  or  engines,  and  all  the 
implements  aforesaid;  and  who  shall  be  ready  at  all  times 
to  assist  in  extinguishing  fires. 

§  3.  Each  of  the  said  persons  so  to  be  nominated  and  ap-  JJJJJJ*? 8  of 
pointed  fireman  as  aforesaid,  and  the  trustees  and  their  clerk, 
shall  be  exempt  from  all  military  duty  whatsoever  during 
their  continuance  in  office,  except  in  cases  of  insurrection

§  9.  Every  ordinance  or  by-law  imposing  any  penalty  or  be'pilbiiih- 
forfeiture  for  a  violation  of  its  provisions,  shall,  after  the  ed 
passage  thereof  by  said  trustees,  and  before  it  shall  take  ef- 
fect, be  published  for  two  weeks  in  some  newspaper  print- 
ed in  said  village,  or  be  poated  up  in  three  public  places  in 
said  village  for  the  same  time.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Loper's  ferry  company, 

Passed  April  24,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented  in  5fe- 
nate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

§  1.  All  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursuant  corporation 
to  this  act,  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  cn***> 
of  "  The  Lopei^s  Ferry  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  es- 
tablishing and  maintaining  a  ferry  across  the  water  between 
the  south  side  of  Shelter  Island  and  Hogneck,  in  the  town 
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of  Southampton,  county  of  Suffolk,  for  the  period  of  fif- 
teen years  from  the  passing  of  this  act. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  fifteen 
hundred  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars 
each. 

§  3.  Caleb  S.  Loper,  Josiah  Douglass  and  Luther  D. 
Cook,  shall  be  commissioners  for  receiving  subscriptions  to 
the  capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation:  the  books  shall  be 
opened  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  next,  and  each 
of  the  said  commissioners  may  receive  subscriptions :  the 
sum  of  five  dollars  on  each  share  subscribed  for,  shall  be 
paid  to  the  said  commissioners  or  directors  at  the  time  of 
such  subscription. 

§  4.  Whenever  five  hundred  dollars  of  the  capital  stock 
of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  subscribed,  the  commission- 
ers shall  cause  a  notice  to  be  inserted  in  a  newspaper 
printed  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  giving  at  least  six  days' 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  a  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders to  choose  directors:  at  the  time  and  place  of  meet- 
ing, the  stockholders  shall,  out  of  their  own  number,  choose 
five  persons  to  be  directors  of  said  corporation;  and  each 
stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  on  each  share  of 
stock  held  by  him.  A  new  election  of  directors  shall  be  an- 
nually made,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  stockholders  at 
their  first  meeting  shall  appoint.

on  the  said  south  side  of  Shelter  Island,  to  $nd  from  which 
said  ferry  boats  shall  run. 

§  9.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  at  any  time  after  the 
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said  corporation  shall  have  furnished  and  provided  the  neces- 
sary boats  as  aforesaid,  and  while  the  same  are  continued, 
and  after  the  said  court  shall  have  determined  the  rates  of 
ferriage  and  the  point  or  place  on  Shelter  Island  to  and  from 
which  said  boats  shall  run,  transport  any  person  or  persons, 
carriages,  goods,  wares,  merchandise  or  chattels  across  the 
said  ferry  Detween  Shelter  Island  and  Hogneck  aforesaid, 
such  person  or  persons  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  for- 
feit and  pay  to  the  said  corporation  the  sum  of  ten  dollars, 
to  be  recovered  with  costs  of  suit  in  any  court  having  cog- 
nizance thereof:  but  nothing  herein  contained,  shall  pre- 
vent any  person  or  persons  from  carrying  or  transporting 
themselves  and  their  families,  their  goods  chattels  or  effects, 
or  shall  prevent  any  inhabitant  of  Shelter  Island  from  car- 
rying or  transporting  any  other  person,  being  also  an  in- 
habitant of  Shelter  Island,  across  said  ferry  in  their  own 
boats,  without  paying  any  ferriage  therefor  or  incurring  any 
penalty  under  this  act,  A 

§  10.  If  the  said  corporation  after  the  necessary  boats  Penalty. 
?hall  have  been  provided  as  aforesaid,  and  the  times  limit- 
ed by  the  said  court  for  the  said  boats  to  be  kept  in  readi- 
nesss,  unnecessarily  hinder  or  detain  any  person  from  cros- 
sing at  said  ferry,  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  cross  with 
any  person,  or  such  goods  and  chattels  as  can  be  conveni- 
ently transported  across  said  ferry,  the  said  corporation  for 
every  such  offence  shall  forfeit  a^d  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dol- 
lars, to  be  recovered  with  costs  of  suit  in  any  court  having 
cognizance  thereof,  by  any  person  who  may  sue  for  the 
same:  but  no  such  penalty  shall  be  recovered  in  case  the 
wind,  weather  or  ice  shall  render  the  crossing  of  the  said 
ferry  dangerous  or  very  difficult  at  the  time  complained  of. 

§  11.  The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  possess  the  General 
powers  and  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  title  third,  chap-  p0*6*-- 
ter  eighteen  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  so  far 
as  the  same  are  applicable  and  have  not  been  repealed.

shall  have  contributed  to  the  funds  of  said  society,  or  who 
shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  said  society,  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  dollars,  according  to  the  by-laws  thereof,  are  hereby 
constituted  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  of  "  The  Buffalo 
Orphan  Asylum,"  for  the  purpose  of  protecting,  relieving 
and  educating  orphan  and  destitute  children  in  the  city  of 
Buffalo.

§  1.  All  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursuant  corporation 
to  this  act,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the  crea*ed- 
name  of  ".  The  Port-Plain  and  Otsego  McAdam  or  Hard 
Road  Company." 

§  2.   The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  possess  the  oeneni

sons as  have  or  may  hereafter  associate  with  them  as  here- 
in prescribed,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  by 
the  name  of  "  The  Seneca-Falls  Academy,"  to  be  located  in 
the  village  of  Seneca-Falls,  in  the  county  of  Seneca,  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing,  maintaining  and  conducting  a 
seminary  of  learning  for  the  education  of  youth  of  both 
sexes.

Barrett,  or  any  two  of  them,  are  hereby  appointed  commis- out  road, 
sioners  to  lay  out  a  public  highway  fpur  rods  wide,  com- 
mencing at  Main-street,  in  the  village  of  Fredonia,  passing 
near  the  Cassadaga  lake,  and  from  thence  down  the  valley 
of  the  Cassadaga  creek  to  the  village  of  Jamestown. 

§  2.  The  said  commissioners,  before  they  enter  upon  the11161'*"17' 
duties  aforesaid,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  before 
some  justice  of  the  peace,  to  lay  out  said  road  without  favor

AN  ACT  relative  to  a  tax  on  dogs  in  the  county  of  Yates. 

Passed  April  27,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-  York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Tax  on  dogs  §  l.  There  shall  be  annually  levied  and  collected  in  the 
county  of  Yates,  the  following  tax  upon  dogs:  Upon  every 
bitch  of  three  months  old  and  upwards,  kept  by  any  one  per- 
son or  family,  two  dollars;  upon  every  additional  bitch,  kept 
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by  the  same  person  or  family,  five  dollars;  upon  every  dog 
of  four  months  old,  or  upwards,  other  than  bitches,  kept  by , 
any  one  person  or  family,  one  dollar;  upon  every  additional 
dog  kept  by  the  same  person  or  family,  two  dollars. 

§  2.  All  the  provisions  of  title  seventeen,  chapter  twenty,  JJJJJJJJ1  pro* 
of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  of  the  amendments  to  the  same 
which  are  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed, 
and  all  the  provisions  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  the 
amendments  thereto,  which  do  not  conflict  with  this  act, 
shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  society  for  the  relief  of  half  or- 
phan and  destitute  children,  in  the  city  of  New-York 

Passed  April  27,  1837. 

Tke  People  of  the  State  of  New- York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly >  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  The  persons  hereinafter  named,  and  such  others  as  corporation 
now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  become  members  of  the  society  crealed- 
herein  mentioned,  shall  be,  and  hereby  are,  constituted  a 
body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  "  The  society  for  the  relief 
of  half  orphan  and  destitute  children  in  the  city  of  New- 
York,"  the  sole  object  of  which  shall  be  to  relieve,  provide 
for,  instruct  and  protect  such  children. 

§  2.  The  corporate  powers  of  the  said  society  shall  be  ?°ncergJ 
exercised,  in  regard  to  its  property,  by  aboard,  consisting  of  m^aged. 
nine  male  trustees,  and  in  regard  to  the  appropriation  of  its 
income,  the  care  and  management  of  the  children,  and  its 
internal  and  domestic  concerns,  by  a  board  of  female  mana- 
gers, consisting  of  a  first  and  a  second  directress,  a  secre- 
tary, a  treasurer,  and  twenty-six  other  females,  residing,  at 
the  time  of  their  election  or  appointment,  in  the  city  of 
New- York. 

§  3.  The  trustees  and  managers  for  the  time  being,  and  Member*. 
all  such  females  as  shall  annually  contribute  to  the  funds  of 
the  society,  the  sum  of  three  dollars  or  upwards,  or  such 
other  sum  as  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of 
the  board  of  managers,  shall,  during  the  respective  periods 
of  their  continuance  in  office,  and  during  the  years  in  or  for 
which  said  contributions  shall  be  made,  be  the  members  of 
the  said  society,  and  be  entitled  to  vote  at  its  elections  and 
upon  all  questions  submitted  to  its  decision  by  the  board  of 
managers  and  board  of  trustees  respectively,  or  either  of 
them,  at  any  public  meeting  of  the  society  regularly  con- 
vened. 
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§  4.  James  Boorman,  Charles  Butler,  Eli  Wainwright, 
William  A.  Tomlinson,  Charles  March,  Peter  6.  Stuyvesant, 
Robert  Dyson,  George  S.  Robbins  and  Charles  Colgate, 
shall  compose  the  first  board  of  trustees;  and  whenever  a 
vacancy  in  said  board  shall  happen,  the  same  shall  be  filled, 
as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  by  the  votes  of  the  remain- 
ing trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  at  a  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  board,  to  be  called  for  that  purpose  and  held  in 
pursuance  of  due  notice,  as  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  the 
said  corporation.

plated  by  this  act,  whether  the  same  be  devised,  bequeathed 
or  conveyed  directly  to  such  corporation,  or  to  the  board 
of  trustees  above  mentioned,  or  otherwise  for  the  use  of  the 
society.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  The  superintendent  of  common  schools  is  directed 
to  publish,  for  the  use  of  the  common  schools  in  this  state, 
the  several  acts  now  in  force  relating  thereto,  together  with 
such  decisions  as  may  have  been  made  by  said  superinten- 
dent and  his  predecessors  in  office,  in  matters  of  appeal 
brought  before  them  for  adjudication:  and  he  shall  also  fur- 
nish one  copy  to  each  town  clerk  for  the  use  of  the  com- 
missioners and  inspectors  of  common  schools. 

§  2.  All  moneys  expended  by  the  superintendent  in  the 
execution  of  this  act  shall  be  allowed  to  him  by  the  comp- 
troller and  paid  out  of  the  treasury.

Washington,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  to  be  by  them 
expended  in  rebuilding  bridges  in  said  town;  which  said 
sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  shall  be  charged  in  the  books 
of  the  comptroller  its  a  debt  due  from'  said  town  of  Green- 
wich to  the  state,  with  interest  thereort,  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  centum  per  annum,  and  the  said  debt  shall  belong  to 
the  common  school  fund. 

§  2.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Washing-  JJ|?3bybe 
ton,  are  hereby  authorized  and  required,  at  their- annual  tax. 
meeting  in  each  of  the  years  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  thirty-seven,  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thir- 
ty-eight, to  cause  to  be  levied  and  collected  from  the  taxa- 
ble inhabitants  of  the  said  town  of  Greenwich,  over  arid 
above  all  expenses  of  collecting  the  same,  a  sum  equal  to 
one  half  the  aforesaid  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  and*  the 
interest  which  may  be  due  on  the  tenth  day  of  February .

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  better  repairing  certain  roads  in 

the  town  of  Coeymans. 

Passed  May  2,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  The  following  road  districts,  numbers  one,  five,  seven,  overmans 
seventeen,  twenty-one,  twenty-four,  twenty-six  and  twen-^oa(idi8t^ict• 
ty-eight,  (including  about  thirteen  miles  of  road,)  in  said  town 
of  Coeymans,  for  the  term  of  five  years  from  the  passage 
of  this  act,  are  hereby  constituted  into  one  separate  road 
district,  to  be  called  "  The  Coeymans  Road  District,"  with 
all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges  by  law  attached,  and 
subject  to  the  regulations  and  laws  existing  in  regard  to 
any  road  districts,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Globe  Fire  Insurance  Com- 
pany. 

Passed  May  2,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New- York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly ',  do  enact  as  follows : 

§  1.  Edmund  Smith,  Isaac  Green  Pearson,  James  Boor- 
man,  Samuel  B.  Ruggles,  Richard  R.  Ward,  Jonathan  Good- 
hue, Austin  L.  Sands,  Samuel  Ward,  Philetus  H.  Woodruff, 
Samuel  S.  Howland,  Jonathan  J.  Coddington,  Henry  Ran- 
kin, Hugh  Auchincloss,  Herman  D.  Alarich,  Samuel  S. 
Doughty,  Goold  Hoyt,  Charles  Wardell,  Henry  P.  Tall- 
madge,  Henry  Beekman  and  William  Beach  Lawrence,  and 
all  such  persons  as  shall  hereafter  become  stockholders  in 
the  corporation  hereby  created,  shall  be  a  body  corporate, 
by  the  name  of  "  The  Globe  Fire  Insurance  Company," 
and  shall  continue  for  thirty  years. 

§  2.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act, 
shall  be  the  first  directors  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  the  second  Tuesday  of  May,  in  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  which  shall  be  subscribed  and  paid  in 
specie  or  current  bank  bills  of  the  state,  or  secured  by  the 
public  stocks  created  by  this  or  any  other  state,  or  by  the 
United  States,  or  any  incorporated  city  or  bank  of  this  state, 
or  secured  on  bond  and  mortgage  on  real  estate  worth  at 
least  fifty  per  cent  more  than  the  sum  for  which  the  same 
shall  be  mortgaged,  exclusive  of  buildings,  unless  the  same 
shall  be  insured. 

§  4.  The  stock,  property,  and  concerns  of  the  said  corpora-

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may  be,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  the  directors  here- 
after to  be  chosen  at  every  annual  election,  shall,  as  soon 
as  may  be  after  such  election,  proceed  to  choose  out  of 
their  body,  a  president,  who  shall  preside  until  the  next  an- 
nual election;  and  in  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  or  inabi- 
lity to  serve  of  the  president,  or  any  director,  such  vacan- 
cy or  vacancies  may  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  year 
by  the  residue  of  the  directors,  or  a  president  pro- tempore 
may  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  directors.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Attica* 

Passed  May  2,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

§  1.  All  that  part  of  the  town  of  Attica,  in  the  county  of  corporation 
Genesee,  known  and  distinguished  as  lots  number  five  and created- 
six,  in  the  sixteenth  section,  and  lots  number  eleven  and 
twelve,  in  the  twelfth  section,  in  said  town,  shall  hereafter 
be  distinguished  and  known  by  the  name  of  "  The  Village 
of  Attica ;"  and  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  residing  in 
said  village  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  by  the 
name  of  "  The  Trustees  of  the  Village  of  Attica." 

§  2.  The  inhabitants  residing  in  said  village  entitled  to  SSSeeI!.of 
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vote  for  members  of  assembly  therein,  shall  meet  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  June  next*  at  such  "place  in  said  Tillage, 
and  at  such  time  of  day,  as  the  justice  or  justices  of  the 
peace  residing  in  said  village  shall  direct,  whose  duty  it  shall 
fee  to  give  at  least  five  days'  notice  in  writing  of  such  elec-* 
tion  previous  thereto,  by  posting  up  such  notice  in  at  least 
three  public  places  in  said  village;  and  they  shall  then  and 
there  elect  by  ballot  five  trustees*  one  of  whom  shall  be  by 
the  said  trustees,  at  their  first  meeting,  appointed  president 
of  said  village ;  three  assessors,  one  clerk*  one  treasurer 
and  one  collector,  who  shall  each  and  every  one  of  them 
be  inhabitants  of  said  village,  qualified  to  vote  as  aforesaid; 
and  one  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  said  town,  re- 
siding within  said  village,  shall  attend  and  preside  as  inspec- 
tor of  said  election,  and  shall  declare  the  persons  deceiving 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  duly  elected  to  their  respec-* 
tive  offices,  and  shall  within  three  days  thereafter  notify 
personally,  or  by  leaving  written  notices  at  their  places  of 
residence,  such  officers  of  their  election;  and  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  May  in  each  year  thereafter,  there  shall  in  like 
manner,  at  such  hour  and  place  within  said  village  as  the 
president  thereof  shall  designate  by  notice  in  writing  to  be 
posted  up  in  three  public  places  in  said  village,  at  least  five 
days  previous  thereto,  be  a  new  election  of  the  same  officers; 
and  trie  trustees,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  for  the  time  be- 
ing, shall  preside  at  such  election,  and  conduct  the  same 
as  the  justices  of  the  peace  are  above  directed. 

§  3.  The  trustees  snail  have  power  to  call  special  meet' 
ings,  which  shall  be  called  and  conducted  as  annual  meet- 
ings, whenever  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  deem  fit, 
either  to  fill  vacancies  in  office  or  for  other  purposes;  and 
the  officers  elected  at  an  annual  or  special  meeting,  shall 
hold  their  offices  until  others  are  duly  elected  and  qualified 
to  succeed  them. 

§  4.  If  any  person  who  shall  have  been  duly  elected  to 
any  office  in  said  village,  shall  for  five  days  after  being  no- 
tified of  such  election,  refuse  to  take  upon  himself  the  du- 
ties of  the  office,  or  neglect  to  give  notice  of  his  acceptance 
thereof  to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees,  he  shall,  for 
every  such  neglect  or  refusal,  forfeit  the  sum  of  five  dollars, 
recoverable  in  the  name  of  the  trustees  of  said  village,  in 
an  action  of  debt,  in  which  the  said  trustees  may  declare 
generally  and  give  the  special  matter  in  evidence,  in  any 
court  having  cognizance  thereof,  with  costs  of  suit,  for  the 
use  of  the  corporation. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  of  the  said  vil- 
lage when  present,  to  preside  at  the  meeting  of  the  trustees; 
to  call  meetings  of  the  trustees  when  he  shall  think  proper; 
to  receive  complaints  of  any  breach  of  the  by-laws ;  to  see 
that  the  by-laws,  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances  are  faith- 
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fully  executed  and  preserved;  and  to  prosecute  in  the  name  of 
the  said  trustees  for  all  such  offences  against  such  by-laws 
and  ordinances. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  village  to  cierk. 
keep  the  books  and  papers  belonging  to  said  corporation,  to 
record  in  a  book  to  oe  provided  for  that  purpose,  the  rules, 
votes,  orders,  regulations  and  proceedings  of  the  inhabitants 
at  their  annual  and  special  meetings,  and  also  all  the  by-laws,

and  ladders;  to  preventing  all  kinds  of  gambling  and  exhi- 
bition of  wax  figures,  wild  animals,  and  all  other  shows 
exhibited  by  common  showmen;  to  restraining  any  riot, 
noise,  disturbance  or  disorderly  assemblage  in  any  place  in 
said  village. 

§  8.  The  trustees  as  often  as  they  shall  make  or  publish  *'»«??  «»d 
any  by-laws,  rules  or  regulations  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  or  ei  urei* 
may  ordain  and  provide  such  reasonable  fines,  forfeitures 
and  penalties  upon  the  offenders  against  any  such  by-laws, 
as  they  shall  think  proper,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  any 
one  offence,  to  be  prosecuted  and  recovered  before  any  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  Dy  the  trustees,  in  the  corporate  name  of 
the  said  corporation:  and  in  all  cases  it  shall  be  deemed  suffi- 
cient for  the  said  trustees,  in  any  suit  or  action  to  be  brought 
for  any  such  penalties  or  forfeiture,  to  declare  generally 
under  this  section,  and  give  the  special  matter  in  evidence.

§  1.  Hervey  Edwards,  John  McViccar,  Jacob  R.  De  Pay, 
Alfred  Clark,  Caleb  Whitford,  David  Collin,  John  Yelver- 
ton,  Albert  Neely  and  Darlin  Thompson,  together  with  such 
other  persons  as  are  now  with  them  joint  owners  of  the 
house  and  lot  in  the  village  of  Fayetteville,  now  used  and 
known  as  the  Fayetteville  academy,  together  with  such  oth- 
er persons  as  may  become  members  of  the  corporation  here- 
by created,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  coi  porate  by  the 
name  of  "  The  Fayetteville  Academy."

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  supreme  court  commissioner  re- 
siding at  Cooperstown,  Otsego  county. 

Passed  May  4,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  The  supreme  court  commissioner  residing  at  Coo- 
perstown,  Otsego  county,  and  his  successors,  are  hereby 
empowered,  authorized  and  required  to  perform  all  the  du- 
ties, and  execute  every  act,  power  and  trust  which  the  first 
judge,  or  any  other  judge  of  the  county  courts  of  the  coun- 
ty of  Otsego,  of  the  degree  of  counsellor  at  law  in  the  su- 
preme court,  may  or  could  perform  and  execute  out  of  court, 
relating  to  such  courts,  according  to  law,  and  the  rules  and 
practice  thereof.

^protect  the  citizens  and  their  property  ;  to  establish  and 
maintain  a  competent  police,  and  to  promote  the  order  and 
good  government  of  the  said  corporation;  for  the  apprehen- 
sion and  punishment  of  idlers,  vagrants  and  disorderly  per- 
sons; to  suppress  gaming  houses  and  prohibit  the  keeping  of 
any   billiard   table,  gaming  table,  or  other  instrument  or 
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device  for  gaming ;  to  provide  for  and  open  streets  and 
regulate  the  grading,  paving,  repairing  and  improving  of 
the  same  ;  to  compel  the  owners  of  lots  and  grounds  to 
construct  side-walks  in  front  thereof,  and  to  cover  such 
side-walks  with  gravel,  or  to  flag  them  with  bricks  or  stone, 
and  keep  the  same  in  repair;  to  establish  and  maintain  a 
public  pound;  to  provide  for  and  regulate  the  impounding 
of  animals  taken  doing  damage  or  running  at  large,  contra- 
ry to  any  by-law;  to  provide  for  lighting  the  streets,  for 
night  watches,  for  erecting  and  maintaining  a  watch  house 
or  watch  houses,  a  town  house,  fire-engine  houses  and  hook 
and  ladder  houses;  to  provide  for  the  purchasing  and  repair- 
ing of  fire-engines,  hose,  and  all  necessary  apparatus  be-

3.  The  assessors  shall  apportion  and  assess  the  residue  of 
the  said  street  expenses  upon  the  estates,  real  and  personal, 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  corporation  and  non-resident  own- 
ers of  property  therein,  as  the  same  shall  appear  from  the 
last  assessment  roll  of  the  corporation. 

4.  The  assessors  shall  make  a  list  of  all  the  inhabitants  of

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Troy  female  seminary. 

Passed  May  6,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly y  do  enact  as  follows: 

SEJ^p  §  1.  George  B.  Warren,  Richard  P.  Hart,  John  P.  Cush- 
man,  Thomas  Clowes,  Joseph  Russell,  James  Van  Schoon- 
hoven,  John  Paine,  Stephen  Warren,  John  D.  Willard,  Ro- 
bert D.  Silliman,  James  Wallace,  Lc  Roy  Mowrey,  Griffith 
P.  Griffith,  together  with  the  mayor  and  recorder  of  the 
city  of  Troy,  for  the  time  being,  are  hereby  constituted  a 
body  corporate  by  the  name  of  "  The  Troy  Female  Semi- 
nary," for  the  purpose  of  establishing,  maintaining  and  con- 
ducting a  seminary  of  learning  for  the  education  of  females.

Market-street,  in  the  village  of  Cape  Vincent,  to  Ixmg  or 
Grand  Island,  in  Upper  Canada,  for  ten  years  from  the  time 
the  grant  heretofore  made  to  William  Johnston  shall  ex- 
pire; and  shall  at  all  times  during  the  period  aforesaid  keep 
and  maintain  sufficient  boats  for  public  accommodation.

§  1.  All  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursuant  corporation 
to  this  act,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  6reated' 
politic  and  corporate,  for  the  term  of  fifty  years,  by  the 
name  of  "The  Jordan  and  Skaneateles  Rail-Road  Compa- 
pany,"  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  rail-road  from  the 
village  of  Jordan,  to  unite  with  the  northern  termination 
of  the  Skaneateles  rail-road,  on  such  route  as  a  majority  of

§  1.  William  Turner,  Mary  Turner  widow,  Ann  Turner  ]Jyo^™er 
and  Mary  Turner,  of  the  town  of  Camden,  in  the  county  SmAoiT 
of  Oneida,  are  hereby  authorized  to  hold,  devise,  dispose  SSii°nve3r 
of,  and  convey,  real  estate  within  this  state,  which  has  or

name  of  "  The  Penfield  and  Canal  Rail-Road  Company," 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  rail-road  between  the  vil- 
lage of  Penfield  and  the  Erie  canal,  in  the  county  of  Mon- 
roe, on  such  route  as  a  majority  of  the  directors  of  said 
company  shall  determine  to  be  best  adapted  to  the  public 
accommodation}  and  may  take,  transport,  carry  and  con*

and  force  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  any  mechanical  power, 
or  of  any  combination  of  them. 

If  the  said  corporation  shall  not,  within  two  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  commence  the  construction  of 
the  said  road,  and  expend  at  least  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  thereon,  and  shall  not,  within  four  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  act,  finish  the  said  road  and  put  the  same  in 
operation,  then  the  said  corporation  shall  thenceforth  for- 
ever cease,  and  this  act  shall  be  null  and  void. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-  York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

ooncinfent  &  1.  The  commissioners  of  common  schools  of  the  city  of 
expenses.  Albany,  in  each  year,  shall  apportion  of  the  moneys  paid  to 
the  chamberlain  of  said  city,  for  the  support  of  common 
schools,  one  hundred  dollars  to  each  school  district  east  of 
Perry-street,  and  twenty-five  dollars  to  each  school  district 
west  of  Perry-street;  said  moneys  to  remain  in  the  cham- 
berlain's hands  to  be  paid  to  the  trustees  of  each  school  dis- 
trict, in  quarterly  payments,  on  the  first  day  of  April,  July, 
October  and  January,  in  each  year,  to  be  applied  for  con- 
tingent expenses,  repairs,  fuel,  &c,  and  to  be  accounted  for 
as  other  school  moneys  are,  to  the  district  and  to  the  com- 
missioners of  common  schools. 
Allowance  to  §  2.  The  commissioners  of  common  schools  shall  appor- 
JJ2[uin  My"  tion  annually,  on  the  returns  of  qualified  teachers,  for  the 
instruction  of  the  children  in  the  Albany  orphan  asylum  for 
destitute  children,,  their  proportion  of  the  public  money  for 
the  support  of  schools,  according  to  the  eleventh  section  of 
the  act  relating  to  common  schools  in  the  city  of  Albany, 
passed  April  17,  1830,  which  money,  when  so  apportioned 
and  paid  to  the  trustees  of  the  district,  shall  be  paid  to  such 
teachers  for  teachers'  wages.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Me- 
dina, in  the  county  of  Orleans,  passed  March  3,  1832. 

Passed  May  9,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New*  York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  All  that  tract  of  country  in  the  towns  of  Ridgeway  corporation 
and  Shelby,  in  the  county  of  Orleans,  contained  within  the created- 
following  boundaries,  that  is  to  say:  commencing  at  the 
point  where  the  Erie  canal  crosses  the  Oak  Orchard  creek, 
thence  south  along  the  west  margin  of  said  creek  to  the 
south  line  of  Oak  Orchard-street,  running  thence  west  to 
the  mill  race,  thence  north  along  said  race  to  the  south  line 
of  Mill-street,  thence  west  to  the  west  line  of  Prospect- 
street,  thence  north  to  the  canal,  and  thence  eastwardly 
along  the  south  margin  of  said  canal  to  the  place  of  begin- 
ning, shall  hereafter  be  known  by  the  name  ot  "  The  Village 
of  Medina;"  and  that  territory,  together  with  the  inhabi- 
tants residing  therein,  shall  be  a  body  corporate  by  the  name 
of  "*The  Trustees  of  the  Village  of  Medina,"  and  are  here- 
by declared  to  be  vested  with,  and  in  possession  of,  all  the 
estates,  real  and  personal,  rights,  privileges  and  immunities, 
which,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  appertain  and 
belong  to  the  said  village  of  Medina. 

§  2.  The  officers  of  the  corporation  shall  consist  of  five  officers, 
trustees,  three  assessors,  one  collector,  one  treasurer  and 
one  constable,  to  be  elected  by  the  people  of  the  corporation 
qualified  to  vote  at  the  annual  state  elections;  the  trustees 
snail  appoint  one  attorney,  one  clerk,  one  street  commis- 
sioner, three  fire  wardens,  two  wood  inspectors,  one  pound 
master,  one  swine  driver,  and  such  other  officers  as  shall  be 
authorized  by  this  act. 

§  3.  An  election  of  officers  of  the  corporation  shall  be  held  Election. 
annually  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  May,  at  such  place  as  shall 
be  designated  by  the  trustees;  and  six  days'  notice  shall  be 
given  of  said  election,  by  publishing  the  same  in  one  or  more 
newspapers  of  the  village,  or  by  written  notices  to  be  post- 
ed in  at  least  three  public  places  in  said  village,  signed  by 
the  president  or  some  one  of  the  trustees  of  said  village. 

§  4.  One  or  more  of  the  trustees  shall  preside  at  such  How*  be 
elections,  and  in  case  no  trustee  shall  be  present,  the  elec- conducted' 
tors  present  may  appoint  a  chairman  to  preside.  The  pre- 
siding officer,  or  officers,  at  all  such  elections,  are  autho- 
rized to  preserve  order^judge  of  the  qualifications  of  elec- 
tors, canvass  the  ballots,  and  declare  the  persons  elected  by 
the  greatest  number  of  votes;  and  the  persons  elected  shall 
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hold  their  offices  respectively  one  year,  and  until  others 
shall  be  elected. 

§  5.  The  trustees  are  authorized  to  fill  all  vacancies  that 
may  happen  in*  said  offices  for  the  remainder  of  the  term 
during  which  such  vacancies  shall  occur. 

§  6.  If  any  elector  who  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  to 
any  office  in  the  corporation,  excepting  the  treasurer  and 
collector,  and  shall  be  notified  thereof,  shall,  for  ten  days 
after  receiving  such  notice,  neglect  to  take  and  subscribe 
the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the  sixth  article  of  the  con- 
stitution of  this  state,  or  refuse  to  serve  in  said  office,  he 
shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  ten  dollars. 

§  7.  The  treasurer  and  collector,  before  entering  upon 
their  official  duties,  shall  severally  execute  a  bond  to  the 
corporation,  in  such  sum  and  with  such  sureties  as  shall  be 
approved  of  by  the  trustees,  conditioned  that  they  will  faith- 
fully perform  the  duties  of  their  offices  respectively,  and 
account  for  and  pay  over,  according  to  law,  all  moneys  be- 
longing to  said  corporation  that  shall  come  to  their  hands. 

§  8.  The  trustees  shall  form  a  board,  and  shall  meet 
within  fifteen  days  after  each  annual  election,  and  by  plu- 
rality of  votes,  elect  one  of  their  number  to  be  president  of 
the  board,  who  shall  also  be  the  presiding  officer  of  the  cor- 
poration. The  trustees  shall  hold  such  stated  meetings  as 
they  may  deem  proper;  and  special  meetings  of  the  board 
may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  president,  or  by  any  two 
trustees. 

§  9.  The  clerk  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  people  on 
the  business  of  the  corporation,  and  all  meetings  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  record  their  proceedings,  keep  all  books, 
records,  deeds  and  writings  belonging  to  the  corporation, 
and  deliver  the  same  to  his  successor  on  demand. 

§  10.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  directed  to 
be  paid  into  the  treasury,  and  shall  pay  out  the  same  on  the 
warrant  or  order  of  the  president,  or  presiding  officer  ol 
the  corporation.  He  shall,  at  each  annual  election,  exhibit 
an  account,  showing  the  state  of  the  treasury  and  the  seve- 
ral sums  of  money  which  shall  have  been  received  and  paid 
out  by  him  during  the  preceding  year;  and  shall  deliver  to  his 
successor  in  office,  on  receiving  five  days'  notice  to  that  effect, 
all  the  jnoneys,  books  and  papers  appertaining  to  his  office. 

§  11.  The  assessors  shall  make  out  and  deliver  to  the 
board  of  trustees,  valuations  of  estates,  real  and  personal, 
assessments  and  assessment  rolls,  with  apportionments  of 
taxes  annexed  thereto,  whenever  they  shall  be  required  by 
the  trustees  to  do  so. 

§  12.  The  collector  shall  collect  all  moneys  which  shall 
be  ordered  by  the  corporation  to  be  raised  bv  tax,  and 
which  shall  be  specified  in  any  tax  list  furnished  to  him  by 
the  trustees,  signed  by  a  majority  of  them. 
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§  13.  The  attorney  of  the  corporation,  the  street  com-  Attorney.

swine  drivers,  and  all  other  officers  who  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  trustees,  shall  perform  such  duties  as  shall  he  requir- 
ed of  them  by  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation. 

§  14.  The  trustees  of  the  said  corporation  shall  have  Bylaws, 
power  to  make  and  establish  by-laws  to  prevent  and  sup- 
press vice  and  immorality;  to  preserve  the  public  peace?;  to 
protect  the  citizens  and  their  property  ;  to  establish  and 
maintain  a  competent  police,  and  to  promote  the  order  and 
good  government  of  the  said  corporation;  for  the  apprehen- 
sion and  punishment  of  idlers,  vagrants  and  disorderly  per- 
sons; to  suppress  gaming  houses  and  prohibit  the  keeping  of 
any  billiard  table,  gaming  table,  or  other  instrument  of  de- 
vice for  gaming ;  to  direct  the  keeping  and  returning  bills  of 
mortality,  and  to  impose  penalties  on  physicians,  sextons  and 
others  for  any  default  therein;  to  regulate  the  keeping  and 
conveying  gun  powder  and  other  combustible  and  danger- 
ous materials,  and  the  use  of  candles  and  lights  in  barns  arid 
stables;  to  regulate  and  prevent  the  running  at  lafge  of 
dogs  owned  by  persons  residing  in  said  village;  to  prevent 
immoderate  riding  or  driving  in  the  Streets;  to  regulate  and 
restrain  the  ringing  of  bells;  to  stirvey  the  boundaries  of 
said  village,  and  make  and  establish  a  map  thereof;  to  pro- 
vide for  and  open  streets  and  regulate  the  grading,  paving, 
repairing  atid  improving  of  the  same  ;  to  compel  the  owners 
of  lots  and  grounds  to  construct  side-walks  in  froflt  thereof, 
arid  to  cover  such  side-walks  xvith  gravely  or  to  flag  thetn  with 
bricks  or  stone,  and  keep  the  sfeme  in  repdir;  to  establish  knd 
maintain  a  public  pound;  to  provide  for  and  regulate  the  im- 
pounding of  animals  taken  doing  damage  or  running  at  Isirge, 
contrary  to  any  by-law ;  to  provide  for  fighting  the  streets,  fot 
night  watches,  for  ejecting  atid  maintaining  a  watch  house 
or  watch  houses,  a  town  house,  fire-engine  houses  and  hook 
and  ladder  houses;  to  provide  for  the  purchasing  and  repair- 
ing of  fire-engines,  hose,  and  all  necessary  apparatus  be- 
longing to  the  same,  and  a  sufficient  supply  ot  hooks,  lad- 
ders and  other  apparatus  for  one  or  more  hook  and  lad- 
der companies:  for  constructing  and  maintaining  a  sufficient 
number  of  reservoirs  or  cisterns  and  supplying  them  with' 
water  for  fire  engines,  and  generally  for  providing  all  pre- 
cautionary and  proper  measures  and  things  to  prevent  and 
remove  danger  from  fires:  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  the 
removal  and  protection  of  property  exposed  to  destruction 
or  injury  by  fires,  and  for  the  pulling  down,  blowing  up  and 
removal  of  buildings  for  the  purpose  of  arresting  the  pro- 
gress of  fires  and  extinguishing  the  same:  But  in  every  case 
where  a  building  shall  be  so  pulled  down,  blown  up  or  removed 
under  the  authority  of  the  said  corporation,  with  a  view  to 
arrest  the  progress  of  a  fire,  and  the  said  building  shall  be 
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insured,  the  owner  thereof  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  from 
the  said  corporation  damages,  to  the  same  extent  as  he  would 
have  been  entitled  to  recover  against  the  insurers,  in  case 
such  building  had  been  destroyed  by  fire:  and  generally  the 
said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  make  and  establish,  from 
time  to  time,  all  such  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  state,  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary and  proper  for  carrying  into  full  effect  the  purposes 
of  the  said  corporation  and  the  powers  and  privileges  grant- 
ed by  this  act:  And  for  the  better  enforcement  of  a  due 
observance  of  such  by-laws,  the  said  trustees  shall  also 
have  power  to  prescribe  such  penalties,  as  they  may  deem 
proper  for  a  violation  thereof;  but  all  such  by-laws  shall  be 
published  before  they  shall  take  effect. 
Fire  depart-  §15,  The  trustees  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  or- 
ment  ganize  and  establish  a  fire  department,  to  consist  ot  two  or 
more  fire  companies,  one  or  more  hook  and  ladder  compa- 
nies, and  to  appoint  a  foreman  for  each  company,  and  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  members,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  to  each 
company,  with  the  consent  of  the  individual  so  to  be  ap- 
pointed. 
Privileges  of  §  16.  Every  member  of  the  fire  department  shall,  so 
remen.  Yotlg  as  he  shall  remain  such  member,  be  exempt  from  serv- 
ing on  juries,  in  courts  of  justices  of  the  peace  and  from 
serving  in  the  militia,  excepting  in  the  case  of  invasion  or 
insurrection;  and  every  person  who  shall  serve  in  such  fire 
department  ten  years  successively,  including  the  time  he 
shall  have  served  continually  as  a  fireman  in  said  village,, 
before  the  passing  of  this  act,  shall  thereafter  be  entitled  to 
the  like  exemption;  and  a  certificate  of  such  service  in  the 
fire  department,  with  a  copy  of  this  section,  authenticated 
by  the  signature  of  the,  president  and  the  seal  of  the  corpo- 
ration, shall  be  legal  evidence  before  all  courts  and  officers, 
civil  and  military,  of  such  exemption.

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  state  loans. 

Passed  May  9,  1837. 

The  Peovle  of  the  State  of  New- York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  bank  within  this  state  to  e*nk«  may-

AN  ACT  further  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  in- 

corporate  the  city  of  Rochestei%" 

Passed  May  9,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-  York}  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Rochester  shall 
have  power  to  assess,  levy  and  collect  annually,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  support 
of  the  poor  of  said  city;  which  sum  shall  be  assessed  and 
collected  in  the  same  manner,  and  at  the  same  time,  as  the 
taxes  for  the  contingent  expenses  of  said  city. 

§  2.  The  common  council  shall  also  have  power  to  assess, 
levy  and  collect  annually,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars, 
for  the  support  of  the  fire  department,  in  addition  to  the 
sum  they  are  now  authorized  by  law  to  raise. 

§  3.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  increase  the 
market  stock,  authorized  to  be  created  by  the  act  entitled 
"  An  act  to  amend  an  act  to  incorporate  tne  city  of  Roches- 
ter," passed  April  17,  1836,  eight  thousand  dollars  over  and 
above  the  sum  in  said  act  mentioned,  in  the  same  manner 
ner  as  provided  in  said  act. 

§  4.  The  common  council  shall  also  have  power  to  pur- 
chase a  lot  or  lots  for  the  purpose  of  building  thereon  an 
alms-house,  a  penitentiary  and  a  work-house,  or  either  of 
them,  and  shall  have  power  to  erect  a  building  or  buildings 
thereon  for  the  purposes  aforesaid;  and  for  that  purpose  to 
borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  said  city,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
thirty  thousand  dollars,  or  create  a  stock  not  exceeding  sucn 
sum,  in  such  sums  and  bearing  such  interest  as  said  com- 
mon council  may  think  proper;  and  they  may  provide  for 
the  reimbursement  of  such  stock  in  twenty  years,  and  the 
payment  of  the  interest  thereof  annually,  by  a  general  tax 
or  otherwise. 

§  5.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  pass  ordi- 
nances for  the  regulation  and  government  of  such  alms- 
house, penitentiary  and  work-house,  should  either  of  them 
be  erected,  and  make  all  necessary  provisions  to  carry  into 
effect  the  authority  hereby  granted  them. 

§  0.  The  distinction  between  aldermen  and  assistant  al- 
dermen shall  hereafter  be  abolished,  and  at  the  next  elec- 
tion two  aldermen  shall  be  chosen  in  each  ward,  one  of 
whom  shall  serve  for  two  years,  and  the  other  one  year;

§  9.  The  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Albany,  at  their 
annual  meeting  in  each  year,  shall  cause  a  sum  of  money 
equal  to  twice  the  amount  of  the  money  apportioned  to  the 
city  from  the  common  school  fund,  together  with  collec- 
tor's fees,  to  be  raised,  levied  and  collected,  in  the  same 
manner  that  other  taxes  are  raised,  levied  and  collected; 
and  when  so  raised,  to  be  paid  to  the  chamberlain,  for  the 
support  of  common  schools  in  the  city  of  Albany,  to  be  ap- 
portioned and  distributed  as  now  provided  for  by  law. 

§  2.  All  moneys  apportioned  by  the  commissioners  of 
common  schools,  to  the  trustees  of  a  district,  which  shall 
have  remained  in  the  hands  of  the  chamberlain  for  one  year 
after  such  apportionment,  by  reason  of  the  trustees  neglect- 
ing or  refusing  to-  receive  the  same,  shall  be  added  to  the 
moneys  next  thereafter  to  be  apportioned  by  the  commis-

S  be  altered.  §1-1*  s'ia^  ^  lawful  for  the  Brooklyn  and  Jamaica  rail- 
road company  to  alter  the  route  of  the  Brooklyn  and  Ja- 
maica turnpike  road,  between  Parmentier's  garden,  on  the 
west,  and  a  point  opposite,  or  nearly  opposite,  to  the  boun- 
dary line  between  the  land  now  or  late  of  the  heirs  of  A. 
Selover,  and  lands  of  the  said  company  on  the  east  as  fol- 
lows: namely,  by  making  that  part  of  said  road  so  that  the 
northerly  side  thereof  shall  begin  at  a  point  opposite,  or 
nearly  opposite,  the  easterly  boundary  line  of  said  garden, 
and  run  thence  in  an  easterly  direction,  and  parallel  to  the 
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southerly  line  of  the  said  road  to  the  said  point  opposite,  or 
nearly  opposite  to  the  boundary  line  between  the  land  now 
or  late  of  the  heirs  of  A,  Selover,  and  lands  of  the  said  com- 
pany; that  so  much  of  said  road  as  may  lie  between  said

§  1.  AH  the  acts  of  John  A.  Morrison,  as  a  commissioner  Acttcon. 
off  deeds,  in  and  for  the  town  of  Mamakating,  in  the  county  tonid* 
of  Sullivan,  subsequent  to  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office 
in  November,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six,  are  hereby 
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declared  to  bo  as  valid  and  effectual  as  they  would  have 
been  had  he  have  taken  the  proper  oath  of  office  within  the 
time  required  by  law;  and  the  clerk  of  the  county  of  Sul- 
livan, is  hereby  authorized  to  record  all  leases  and  deeds 
whereof  he  has  taken  the  acknowledgment  during  the  time 
aforesaid. 

§  2.  All  liabilities  and  forfeitures  incurred  by  the  said 
John  A.  Morrison,  for  having  exercised  auy  of  the  duties 
and  functions  of  the  said  office  as  commissioner  of  deeds, 
without  having  taken  the  oath  required  by  law,  are  hereby 
remitted,  except  in  those  cases  in  which  suits  shall  have 
been  commenced.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  incorporate 
the  dtp  of  Troy,  and  for  other  purposes." 

Passed  May  10,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-  York,  represented  hi  Se- 
nate and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

§  1.  Whenever  any  street  or  alley  in  the  city  of  Troy 
shall  be  ordered  to  be  improved  by  the  common  council  of 
said  city,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  nineteenth  section  ot 
the  act  hereby  amended,  either  by  filling  in  and  forming,1  or 
cutting  down  and  forming  such  street  or  alley,  by  means  of 
which  improvement,  other  houses  or  lots  situate  upon  the 
same  street  or  alley,  or  adjacent  to  them,  shall  be  injured, 
the  assessors  to  be  appointed  by  the  said  common  council  to 
estimate  and  assess  the  expense  of  the  said  improvement  so 
ordered,  shall,  at  the  time  of  making  such  estimate  and  as- 
sessment, estimate  and  award  the  damages  to  be  paid  to  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  the  several  houses  and  lots  injured  by 
the  improvement  of  such  street  or  alley,  and  shall  assess 
the  amount  of  such  damages  so  awarded,  together  with  the 
expense  of  improving  such  street  or  alley,  upon  the  several 
houses  and  lots  benefitted  by  such  improvement,  as  nearly 
as  may  be  in  proportion  to  the  advantages  which  each  shall 
be  deemed  to  receive  thereby;  and  before  any  such  estimate 
and  assessment,  whereby  damages  for  injuries  by  means  of 
such  improvement  shall  be  awarded  and  assessed  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  confirmed,  notice  shall  be  given,  by  publishing 
the  same  three  successive  weeks  in  two  of  the  newspa- 
pers printed  in  said  city,  of  the  time  when  such  award,  es- 
timate and  assessment  will  be  brought  before  the  common 
council  for  confirmation;  and  the  said  common  council  at 
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such  time,  or  at  such  other  time  as  may  be  appointed  for 
that  purpose,  may  hear  the  parties  interested,  and  may  from 
time  to  time  order  new  awards,  and  assessments  to  be  made, 
as  may  be  just. 

§  2.  All  moneys  hereafter  to  be  assessed  and  collected  in  Road  tax. 
said  city,  by  way  of  taxes  for  city  purposes,  including  the 
taxes  to  be  raised  for  the  contingent  expenses  of  said  city 
for  repairs  and  support  of  bridges  and  highways,  called 
the  "  road  tax,"  and  the  moneys  authorized  by  law  to  be 
raised  in  the  first  four  wards  of  said  city  for  the  support  of 
common  schools,  shall  be  levied,  assessed  and  collected  in 
the  manner  and  in  the  proportion  now  provided  by  law,  in 
one  tax,  and  not  separately;  and  the  common  council  of  said 
city  are  authorized  to  raise  annually  for  the  purpose  afore* 
said,  a  sum  of  money  in  the  whole  not  exceeding  forty  thou- 
sand dollars,  over  and  above  the  expense  of  collecting  the 
same. 

§  3.  At  the  annual  election  for  charter  officers  in  the  city  jJjyjJYJ 
of  Troy,  to  be  holden  in  the  respective  wards  of  said  city  elected, 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  May  in  each  year,  there  shall  be 
two  assessors  elected  for  each  supervisor  district  of  said 
city,  being  inhabitants  and  residents  in  the  district  for  which 
they  shall  be  elected;  and  there  shall  at  the  same  time 
be  elected  by  general  ticket  throughout  the  several  wards 
of  said  city,  one  assessor,  who  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office, 
be  chairman  of  the  board  of  assessors  for  said  city:  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  assessor  so  to  be  elected  by  gene- 
ral ticket,  to  attend  the  assessors  in  each  of  the  said  sever- 
al districts,  in  taking  the  names  of  persons  in  their  respec- 
tive districts  to  be  assessed,  and  the  valuation  of  the  real 
and  personal  property  in  their  respective  districts  to  be  as- 
sessed; and  in  making  the  assessment  roll  in  the  said  re- 
spective districts,  and  when  the  said  assessment  roll  shall 
have  been  made  out  in  the  said  respective  districts,  the  said 
assessors  from  all  the  districts  shall  meet  together  com- 
pare and  equalize  the  valuation  in  the  said  respective  dis- 
tricts, as  far  forth  as  may  be  done  according  to  the  best  of

powers  of  constables  in  criminal  cases,  but  shall  not  serve 
any  process  in  civil  cases. 

§  7.  All  lands  and  real  estate  which  shall  hereafter  be 
sold  in  fee  or  for  a  term  of  years,  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  any  statute,  for  any  assessment  or  city  tax  in  said  city, 
may  be  redeemed  by  the  owner  or  claimant,  his  heirs  or  as- 
signs, within  two  years  after  such  sale,  by  paying  to  the 
chamberlain  of  said  city,  for  the  benefit  of  the  purchaser 
or  grantee  at  such  sale,  his  heirs,  personal  representatives 
or  assigns,  the  sum  for  which  the  same  was  bid  off  and  sold, 
together  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent  per  an- 
num, from  the  day  of  such  sale,  and  on  such  payment  be- 
ing made,  the  title  of  such  grantee  or  purchaser,  his  heirs 
or  assigns,  shall  .cease  and  determine.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Salisbury  and  Little-Falls  Mc- 

Adam  road  company. 

Passed  May  10,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-  York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly }  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  All  persons  who  shall  be  stockholders  pursuant  to  corponaum 
this  act,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the cr 
name  of  "  The  Salisbury  and  Little-Falls'  McAdam  Koad 
Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  keeping  in 
good  repair  a  McAdam  road  from  where  the  Salisbury  road 
intersects  the  Mohawk  turnpike  road,  in  the  village  of  Lit- 
tle-Falls, along  or  near  the  said  road,  by  Daniel  J.  Davis' 
inn,  to  or  near  the  paper  mill,  heretofore  occupied  by  Paige 
and  Priest,  in  the  town  of  Salisbury. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  ten  thou-  captui 
sand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty  dollars  ***** 
each,  which  shall  be  deemed  personal  property,  and  trans- 
ferrable  in  such  manner  as  the  said  corporation  shall,  by 
their  by-laws,  direct.

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SbelpeMd  §  **  Within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners  at  home  suitable  place 
in  the  village  of  Little-Falls,  and  at  such  other  places  as  they 
-  may  deem  expedient,  to  open  books,  and  to  receive  sub- 
scriptions of  stock,  which  books  shall  be  kept  open  during 
three  successive  days;  but  no  such  subscription  shall  be  re- 
ceived, unless  two  dollars  shall  be  paid  on  each  share  at  the 
time  of  subscribing.  At  least  fourteen  days'  notice  shall  be 
given  by  the  said  commissioners,  of  the  time  and  place  of 
opening  the  books,  by  an  advertisement  in  the  Mohawk 
Courier,  printed  in  the  village  of  Little-Falls,  and  in  such 
other  paper  or  papers  as  the  said  commissioners  shall  see  fit.

AN  ACT  relative  to  the  Mohawk  and  Hudson  rail-road 

company. 

Passed  May  11,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New- York,  represented  in  Sfa- 
nate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

HSTSSL.  §  '•  ^e  Mohawk  and  Hudson  rail-road  company  are 
*"""  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum  of  money  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  at  such  time  or  times, 
and  in  such  amounts  as  the  directors  of  said  company  shall 
deem  most  advantageous  for  its  interests,  and  to  pledge  or 
mortgage  the  property  and  estate  belonging  to  said  compa- 
ny, or  any  part  thereof,  (except  that  part  of  the  road  of 
said  company  hereinafter  authorized  to  be  discontinued ,)  for 
the  repayment  of  any  sum  or  sums  so  borrowed,  witn  in- 
terest: and  the  said  directors  may  confer  upon  the  holders 
of  any  bond  or  evidence  of  indebtedness  they  may  issue  for 
any  money  so  borrowed,  the  right  to  convert  the  principal 
due  thereon  into  stock  of  the  said  company  at  par,  at  any 
time  not  exceeding  two  years  from  the  date  of  said  bond  or 
obligation,  under  such  regulations  as  the  said  directors  may 
see  fit  to  adopt.

§  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  com-  corporation 
monalty  of  the  city  of  Albany  to  borrow,  on  the  faith  and  S^oST0* 
credit  of  said  city,  any  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  for  a  term  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-five  years,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six 
per  cent  per  annum,  and  to  execute  bonds  therefor,  under 
the  common  seal  of  the  corporation  of  said  city  and  the 
signature  of  the  mayor  or  recorder;  and  as  further  security 
for  the  money  so  to  be  borrowed  the  said  mayor,  aldermen 
and  commonalty  may  pledge,  hypothecate  or  mortgage  any 
real  or  personal  property  belonging  to  said  city,  or  to  which 
they  may  become  entitled  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
The  bonds  so  to  be  executed  may  be  for  sums  not  less  than 
five  hundred  dollars  each,  and  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggre- 

frate,  the  said  sum  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
ars;  the  said  bonds  to  be  in  such  form,  and  the  principal 
and  interest  made  payable  at  such  places  and  times,  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty-five  years,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  the 
lenders.

rate name,  may  subscribe  for  or  purchase  stock  of  the  said 
company  to  the  amount  of  the  said  sum  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars;  and  by  virtue  of  said  subscription  or 
purchase  of  stock,  and  upon  receiving  certificates,  or  the 
transfer  of  certificates  for  the  amount  of  said  stock,  so  by 
them  to  be  subscribed  for  or  purchased,  the  said  mayor,  al- 
dermen and  commonalty  shall  acquire  all  the  rights  and 
privileges,  and  be  liable  to  the  same  responsibilities  as  other 
stockholders  in  said  company. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  tho  said  mayor,  aldermen  and 
commonalty  to  loan  to  any  of  the  incorporated  banks  in  the 
cities  of  Albany,  Troy  and  Schenectady,  during  the  time  al- 
lowed by  law  for  constructing  the  said  rail-road,  any  por-

\  2.  The  inhabitants  residing  within  said  village  entitled  JjJJJJJ  °* 
to  vote  for  members  of  assembly  therein,  shall  meet  on  the 
first  Tuesday  in  Juno  next,  at  such  place  in  said  village  and 
at  such  timo  of  the  day  as  one  of  the  justices  of  the  peace 
of  the  town  of  Pomfrct  shall  direct,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  give  at  least  five  days*  notice  in  writing  of  such  election 
previous  thereto,  by  posting  up  such  notices  in  at  least  three 
public  places  in  said  village;  and  they  shall  then  and  there 
elect  by  ballot  seven  trustees,  three  assessors,  one  consta- 
ble and  one  collector,  who  shall  be  inhabitants  of  said  vil- 
lage, and  the  trustees  and  assessors  shall  be  freeholders  in 
said  village;  and  tho  said  justice  of  the  peace  shall  attend 
and  preside  as  inspector  of  such  election,  and  shall  declare

ctfectorto      §  6.  Every  collector  chosen  or  appointed  by  virtue  of 

gto  bund,    this  act,  before  he  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 

and  within  six  days  after  he  shall  be  noticed  so  to  do  by  the 

trustees,  enter  into  a  bond  with  two  sureties  to  the  said 

trustees,  in  a  penalty  at  least  double  the  amount  of  the  tax 

to  bo  collected,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of 

his  duty  as  such  collector;  and  his  neglect  or  refusal  to  fur* 

nigh  such  bond  and  file  the  same  with  the  clerk,  shall  be 

deemed  a  refusal  to  serve,  and  his  office  shall  thereby  be 

vacant.

§  8.  Every  officer  elected  or  appointed  by  virtue  of  this 
act,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  with- 
in six  days  after  notice  of  his  election  or  appointment,  shall 
take  and  subscribe  before  some  proper  officer  authorized  to 
administer  the  same,  the  constitutional  oath  of  office,  and 
file  the  same  with  the  clerk,  and  his  neglect  or  refusal  shall 
bo  deemed  a  refusal  to  serve. 

§  9.  Every  board  of  trustees,  elected  by  virtue  of  this 
act,  shall,  within  six  days  after  the  annual  meeting  at  which 
they  wore  elected,  meet  together  at  some  convenient  place 
in  said  village,  and  if  no  place  be  agreed  upon  between  them 
at  the  place  of  the  last  annual  meeting,  at  one  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon,  and  choose  from  amongst  themselves,  one 
president,  and  appoint  one  pound  master  and  one  clerk. 
The  said  clerk  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be  the  clerk  of 
all  meetings  of  the  said  freeholders  and  inhabitants,  while 
he  shall  remain  in  office,  and  the  clerk  of  the  next  annual 
meeting  after  his  election  or  appointment,  and  the  clerk  of 
the  subsequent  meetings  of  the  new  board  of  trustees.  The 
clerk  shall  keep  regular  minutes  of  all  the  votes,  resolutions, 
actings  and  doings  of  the  said  freeholders  and  inhabitants 
at  their  meetings,  and  of  all  the  meetings  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  in  appropriate  books  to  be  provided  by  him.  All 
by-laws  shall  be  entered  at  large  in  the  proper  book  or  books. 
All  deeds,  conveyances,  bonds,  contracts,  appointments, 
warrants,  and  every  other  instrument  required  to  be  exe- 
cuted by  the  said  trustees,  shall  be  signed  by  the  president 
and  clerk,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act;  and  all 
such  instruments  as  belong  to  the  said  corporation,  or  re- 
quire to  be  filed,  shall  be  filed  with  the  said  clerk.

,  which  may  or  shall  contribute  to  the  convenience,  health, 
beauty  or  safety  of  the  said  village;  and  of  raising  money 
by  tax,  to  be  assessed  and  collected  as  hereinafter  mention- 
ed, for  any  and  all  the  purposes  aforesaid;  an  J  for  purchas- 
ing fire  engines  and  other  implements  for  extinguishing  fires, 
and  for  organizing  and  maintaining  fire  companies,  and  for 
making  a  reasonable  compensation  to  the  officers  of  the  cor- 
poration. But  no  tax  shall  be  levied,  or  money  raised,  as- 
sessed or  collected  lor  any  purpose  whatever,  and  no  pur- 
chase or  sale  of  any  real  estate  made,  and  no  public  build- 
ings erected  or  disposed  of,  without  the  consent  of  the  free- 
holders and  inhabitants  of  said  village,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
in  open  meeting,  either  at  the  annual  meeting  or  a  special 
meeting,  duly  notified:  and  no  more  than  one  thousand  dol- 
lars shall  be  raised  in  any  one  year,  and  no  person  shall  bo 
entitled  to  vote  for  the  raising  of  any  such  tax,  or  for  the 
purchase  or  sale  of  any  real  estate,  or  for  the  erection  or 
disposal  of  any  public  building,  unless  he  be  liable  to  be  as- 
sessed and  taxed  for  real  or  personal  estate  in  said  village, 
exclusive  of  street  or  highway  tax.  All  moneys  raised  by 
tax  or  otherwise,  or  belonging  to  the  said  corporation,  shall 
be  paid  to  the  treasurer,  and  be  subject  to  the  order,  direc- 
tion and  control  of  the  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  for 
the  purposes  contemplated  by  this  act,  and  for  the  purposes 
for  which  any  tax  may  be  raised. 

§  11.  All  taxes  levied,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  be  as-  ai 
. scssed  by  the  assessors  of  said  village  upon  the  inhabitants01 
thereof,  and  upon  the  owners  of  real  and  personal  estate 
within  said  village,  having  a  due  regard  to  the  advantages 
which  will  result  to  individuals  respectively  from  the  im- 
provements contemplated  to  be  made  by  such  tax.  Imme- 
diately on  any  tax  being  voted  to  be  raised,  the  trustees 
shall  issue  their  order  to  the  assessors,  stating  the  general 
purposes  for  which  the  tax  was  voted,  and  requiring  the 
said  assessors  to  proceed  to  assess  and  apportion  the  same 
on  the  inhabitants  and  property  as  above  stated.  On  re- 
ceiving such  order,  the  assessors  shall  proceed  to  assess  and 
apportion  said  tax,  with  the  fees  for  collection,  and  shall 
complete  the  same,  and  put  up  the  notices  hereafter  men- 
tioned, within  twenty  days.  On  the  same  being  completed, 
the  said  assessors  shall  post  up  notices  in  three  or  more  of 
the  most  public  places  in  said  village,  signifying  that  said 
assessment  roll  is  completed,  and  stating  where  the  same* 
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or  a  copy  thereof,  can  be  seen  and  examined  by  any  one  in- 
terested, and  stating  also  the  time  and  place  that  the  trus- 
tees will  meet  to  hear  any  appeal  from  such  assessment 
Such  time  shall  be  on  the  tenth  day  aitcr  the  posting  up  of 
said  notices.  At  the  time  and  place  designated  in  said  no- 
tices, the  trustees  and  the  said  assessors  shall  meet,  and 
any  person  feeling  himself  aggrieved,  may  then  and  there  ap- 
peal from  tne  assessment  of  the  board  of  trustees.  The 
trustees  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  hear  the  said  appeal,  as 
well  on  the  part  of  the  appellant  as  the  assessors,  and  shall 
do  justice  in  the  premises.  The  decision  of  a  majority  of 
the  trustees  shall  be  final.  The  tax-roll  assessment  or  ap- 
portionment shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk,  and  a  duplicate 
thereof  made  for  the  collector, 
ooiiectm'i  §  12.  The  tax-roll  being  thus  completed,  shall  be  collect- 
ed by  the  collector,  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  from  the  trus- 
tees, under  the  corporate  seal,  signed  by  the  president  and

^26.  All  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  imposed  by  this  SultB- 
act,  and  such  as  may  be  lawfully  imposed  by  the  by-laws, 
may  be  sued  for  and  recovered,  in  the  name  of  the  corpo» 
ration,  in  an  action  of  debt,  before  any  court  having  cog- 
nizance of  the  same,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation;

nary poll  tax  fixed  by  law  for  highway  labor  upon  the  pro- 
perty of  the  village,  such  an  amount  of  tax,  calculating  fifty 
cents  per  diem  for  labor  due,  as  in  their  sound  discretion 
may  be  necessary  to  repair  and  keep  in  good  travelling  or-

by  said  by-laws,  arid'to  publish  the  by-laws,  rules,  regula- 
tions and  ordinances  which  they  shall  make  and  ordain,  for 
at  least  two  Weeks  in  the  newspapers  published  in  said  vil- 
lage; and  such  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances  as  they 
may  deem  necessary,  shall  be  printed  and  posted  up  in  all 
the  public  places  in  said  village. 

§  12.  The  said  trustees  and  their  successors  in  office,  a  Bylaw* 
majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business,  shall  have  power  to  adopt  rules  and  re- 
gulations for  their  own  government,  and  in  the  absence  of 
the  president  elect  one  of  their  number  a  presiding  officer 
during  a  continuance  of  the  meeting;  they  shall  also  have 
power  to  make  and  publish  rules  and  regulations  relative  to 
removing  and  preventing  encroachments  upon  the  str6ets 
and  side  walks  of  said  village;   to  restrain  cattle,  sheep, 
horses,  geese  and  swine  from  running  at  large  in  said  streets; 
to  regulate  slaughter  houses,   prevent,  remove  and  abate 
nuisances  of  every  kind;  to  suppress  and  restrain  disorder- 
ly houses,  gaming  houses,  and  instruments  and  devices  for 
the  purposes  of  gaming;  to  regulate  and  restrain,  and  in 
their  discretion,  prevent  the  firing  in  the  streets  of  guns,  pis- 
tols, rockets  and  squibs;  to  prevent  all  kinds  of  horse-rac- 
ing, all  immoderate  riding  and  driving  of  horses  and  carria- 
ges in  any  of  the  streets  of  the  village;  to  prescribe  and  de- 
termine the  duties  of  fire  wardens,  who  shall  be  authorized 
at  all  seasonable  times,  and  upon  complaint  being  made,  to 
enter  and  examine  all  houses,  stores,  yards  and  out  houses, 
to  ascertain  if  they  are  in  a  dangerous  state  in  regard  to 
fires,  and  direct  and  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  to  put 
the  same  in  a   safe  condition ;   to  examine   and  regulate 
weights  and  measures  of  the  said  village;  to  erect  and  re- 
gulate hay  scales  in  the  same;  to  provide  hooks  and  ladders, 
and  other  necessary  apparatus  for  extinguishing  fires,  to  be 
used  by  the  fire  companies,   whose  number  shall  not  ex- 
ceed twenty-four  men  to  each  engine  in  said  village;  to 
prescribe  the  powers  and  duties  ot  fire  companies  in  pre- 
venting and  extinguishing  fires;  to  require  the  inhabitants 
to  furnish  water  buckets,  cisterns  and  reservoirs  of  water 
for  the  like  purpose;  to  establish  a  public  pound,  and  deter- 
mine upon  the  duties  and  foes  of  the  pound  master;  to  regu- 
late, repair  and  improve  the  sidewalks  and  crosswalks,  high- 
ways and  public  squares  in  the  said  village;  to  take  charge 
and  the  care  of  all  public  property  belonging  to  the  corpora- 
tion; to  alter,  amend,  revise  or  repeal  any  by-laws,  rule,  regu- 
lation or  ordinance  adopted  by  them  that  may  be  necessary 
to  carry  into  full  effect  the  intent  and  provisions  of  this  act, 
which  shall  take  effect  on  the  expiration  of  eight  days  after 
their  first  publication;  and  also  to  prescribe  and  ordain  suit- 
able  fines,  penalties  and   forfeitures   for  offences  a#iinst 
such  by-laws,  rales,  regulations  and  ordinances,  and  the 
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provisions  of  this  act,  not  exceeding  tc^  dollars  for  any  one 
offence,  and  may  for  sufficient  reason,  in  their  disci  etion, 
remit  such  fines,   penalties  and   forfeitures,  wholly  or  in

*t-»*  tad  §  13.  The  said  trustees,  upon  the  petition  or  consent  m 
*****  writing  of  a  majority  of  the  persons  liable  to  be  assessed 
therefor,  may  lay  out,  make  and  open  streets,  roads,  alleys 
or  highways  in  said  village,  under  the  restrictions  and  pro- 
visions of  the  statute  authorizing  the  laying  out  of  highways; 
and  shall  in  all  cases  cause  the  same  to  be  accurately  sur- 
veved,  described  and  recorded  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the 
cleVk  of  the  said  village,  which  after  being  opened  and  com- 
pleted, shall  be  publTc  highways.  And  the  said  trustees 
may,  upon  like  petition  or  consent,  cause  to  be  made,  by 
grading,  raising,  levelling,  paving,  curbing  and  flagging 
such  sidewalks  "and  crosswalks,  and  otherwise  regulate  the 
streets  of  said  village,  as  they  may  consider  to  be  necessa- 
ry; and  all  persons  liable  to  be  assessed  therefor,  shall  have 
the  privilege  and  opportunity  to  construct  the  sidewalks  in 
front  of  their  own  lots;  but  if  not  done  in  the  manner,  of 
the  materials,  and  within  the  time,  prescribed  by  the  trus- 
tees, they  may  cause  them  to  be  so  constructed,  and  assess 
the  expense  thereof  upon  the  owners.  All  assessment  for 
the  laying  out,  opening  and  making  streets,  alleys,  roads 
or  highways,  or  constructing  or  repairing  crosswalks  and 
sidewalks,*  shall  be  made  only  upon  the  property  ol  those 
who  are  deemed  to  be  benefitted,  and  shatT  be  in  proportion 
to  their  respective  benefits.  The  trustees  shall  determine 
who  arc  to  be  assessed,  and  shall  furnish  to  the  assessors. a 
list  containing  the  names  of  all  such  persons,  and  of  the 
amount  to  be  assessed;  and  the  assessors  shall  then,  and 
within  the  time  specified  by  the  trustees,  make  the  assess- 
ment upon  such  persons  only,  and  in  proportion  as  they 
shall  deem  each  to  be  benefitted  by  the  particular  improve- 
ment for  which  the  assessment  is  made.  When  the  assess- 
ment is  made,  they  shall  give  the  like  notice,  and  have  the 
same  power  to  make  corrections,  as  in  the  case  of  the  as- 
sessment of  taxes.  They  shall  deliver  a  corrected  copy  of 
the  assessment  roll  to  the  clerk  of  the  village,  for  the  trus- 
tees. Any  person  assessed  may  appeal  within  six  days  af- 
ter the  delivery  of  tho  assessment  roll  to  the  clerk,  to  the 
trustees,  for  the  correction  of  the  assessment.

*  §  14.  All  assessments  for  taxes  upon  real  estate,  shall  be  PemMuH*- 
against  the  owner  and  occupant,  and  may  be  collected  of  !2e«!p*3r 
either;  and  if  paid  by  the  occupant,  may  be  recovered  by 
him,  in  an  action  against  the  owner  for  money  paid  by  him 
at  his  request.

§  15.  All  taxes  in  said  village  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  pro-  property  W 
pcrty  liable  to  pay  the  same,  by  the  assessors  of  the  corpOf  JjJ^J  *" 
ration  before  mentioned,  and  co.lected  by  the  collector  o( 
the  corporation,  in  like  manner  as  the  taxes  of  counties  and 
towns  are  collected,  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  to  the  said  col- 
lector, directed  by  the  said  trustees;  and  no  purchase  or  sale 
of  any  real  estate  shall  be  made,  and  no  public  building 
erected  or  disposed  of  by  the  said  corporation,  without  a 
vote  of  the  inhabitants  therefor,  at  an  annual  meeting.  And 
in  case  said  inhabitants  shall  vote  to  raise  moneys  to  erect 
or  repair  public  buildings,  or  for  any  other  of  the  purposes 
authorized  by  this  act,  it  shall  be  specified  for  what  pur- 
poses such  sum,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  appropriated 
as  far  as  may  be  convenient;  and  the  assessors  in  assessing 
the  same  on  the  inhabitants  and  property  of  said  village, 
shall  apportion  the  same  in  a  just  and  equitable  manner  up- 
on the  property  of  the  non-residents  and  the  residents  alike, 
in  proportion  as  near  as  may  be  to  the  advantages  which 
each  shall  be  deemed  to  receive  from  such  public  improve- 
Ihcnt,  or  expenditure,  or  from  the  objects  and  purposes  to 
which  it  shall  be  applied  when  collected. 

§  16.  The  said  village  of  Sing-Sing  shall  be  a  road  distrjejt,  Ro^idu- 
and  shall  be  exempt  from  the  superintendence  of  \\fo  com-trict- 
"rnlssiohers  of  highways  of  the  town  of  Mount-Pleasant;  and 
the  trustees  of  said  village  shall  1>e  corinmissioners  of  hfgh- 
trays,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  be  charged  with 
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the  same  duties  over  the  roads  in  said  village  as  commis- 
sioners of  highways  in  towns  have  or  possess:  they  shall 
divide  the  said  village  into  districts,  and  all  overseers  for 
such  and  every  purpose  elected  shall  have  the  same  powers, 
duties  and  liabilities  as  overseers  of  highways  in  towns. 
The  trustees  may  cause  such  portion  of  work  to  be  laid  out, 
and  in  such  places  on  the  highways  leading  into  the  said 
village,  not  more  than  two  miitts  distant  from  the  landings, 
as  the  inhabitants  ot  said  village  at  an  annual  meeting  may 
direct  or  designate.  The  overseers  shall  make  their  re- 
turns to  the  trustees. 

§  17.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  act  as  a 
board  of  health,  whenever  the  prevalence  of  an  epidemic. 
or  any  disease  shall  render  it  necessary;  and  in  such  cases 
they  shall  make  all  proper  regulations  and  adopt  such  mea- 
sures that  may  be  required  to  protect  the  inhabitants  of  said 
village  from  the  introduction  and  ravages  of  disease;  may 
provide  hospitals  for  the  sick  who  are  not  otherwise  suffi- 
ciently provided  for;  employ  medical  and  other  attendants, 
and  do  all  other  acts  and  things  applicable  and  necessary  to 
be  done,  that  are  in  accordance  with  the  laws  which  are  or 
may  be  in  force  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of  the 
health  of  the  people  of  this  state. 

§  18.  The  powers  and  duties  by  law  vested  in  the  com- 
missioners of  excise  of  towns  shall  be,  and  hereby  are  trans- 
ferred to,  and  vested  in  the  trustees  of  said  village,  so  far  as 
the  same  shall  extend  to  said  village,  and  be  exercised  by 
said  trustees  in  the  manner  provided  for  such  commis- 
sioners; but  no  license  to  tavern-keepers  or  grocers  shall 
be  granted  unless  upon  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of 
the  trustees  elected  therein;  nor  shall  the  said  trustees,  in 
any  case  or  under  any  pretence  or  colour  whatever,  grant 
the  licenses  authorized  to  be  given  to  keepers  of  inns  and 
taverns,  to  grocers  or  keepers  of  victualling  nouses;  nor  shall 
the  trustees  have  any  rights  or  powers  in  reference  to  the 

! granting  of  licenses  to  tavern-keepers  or  grocers  in  said  vil- 
age,  other  than  those  by  law  vested  in  the  commissioners 
of  excise  in  the  several  towns  in  this  state. 

§  19.  The  trustees  shall  meet  on  the  Tuesday  next  aftej 
the  first  Monday  in  May,  in  each  year,  and  on  such  other 
days  as  the  president  of  the  board  shall  appoint,  in  said  vil- 
lage, for  the  purposes  contemplated  in  and  by  the  last  pre- 
ceding section  of  this  act.  The  book  of  minutes  of  their 
proceedings,  kept  and  verified  as  by  law  is  required  of  com- 
missioners of  excise,  and  all  bonds  executed  upon  the  grant- 
ing of  any  licenses,  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  said  vil- 
lage. 

§  20.  Whenever  a  breach  of  the  condition  of  any  such 
bond,  given  by  a  tavern-keeper  or  grocer,  shall  happen,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president^)!  said  board  of  trustees 
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to  prosecute  the  same,  and  recover  the  penalty  thereof  and 
pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  of  Westchester, 
for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  county;  and  upon  the 
neglect  of  such  president  to  prosecute  such  bond,  within 
fifteen  days  after  clue  notice  of  such  breach  of  the  condition 
thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  district  attorney  of  the  said 
county  of  Westchester  to  prosecute  the  same,  and  recover 
the  penalty  thereof,  and  account  therefor,  in  the  manner 

Erovided  by  law.  All  moneys  received  for  licenses  granted 
y  said  trustees  to  grocers  and  tavern  keepers  shall  be  paid 
over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  of  Westchester,  for  the 
use  of  the  poor  in  said  county. 

§  21.  The  b^ard  of  commissioners  of  excise  of  the  town 
of  Mount-Pleasant,  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  shall  have 
no  power  to  grant  any  license  to  any  person  or  tavern 
keeper  in  saiu  village. 

§  22.  Every  fine,  penalty  and  forfeiture,  incurred  for  any  suiufor 
.  offence,  shall  be  sued  for  and  recovered  by  the  said  trustees, flne,, 
in  an  action  of  debt,  in  the  name  of  said  corporation,  before 
any  justice  of  the  peace  or  rourt  having  jurisdiction  thereof; 
in  which  action  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  declare  and  plead  ge- 
nerally, and  under  any  such  declaration  and  pleadings  to 
give  special  matter  in  evidence.  No  inhabitant  of  said  vil- 
lage shall,  for  that  cause,  be  disqualified  from  acting  as  jus- 
tice, juror,  witness  or  constable  in  any  such  action.  Such 
fines,  and  penalties  and  forfeitures,  when  collected,  shall, 
within  ten  days  thereafter,  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
village,  for  the  use  thereof. 

§  23.  All  penalties  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance  re-  cattle nmj 
straining  cattle,  ,bcasts  and  any  other  animals  from  running  cd.ln,poUBd" 
at  large,  shall  be  collected  by  suit,  and  not  by  impounding  and 
sale.  All  cattle,  beasts  and  animals  may  be  impounded  fcr 
violations  of  the  ordinance  of  the  said  corporation;  and  in 
case  the  owner  will  not  pay  the  penalties  thus  incurred,  or 
is, not  known,  sold  for  non-payment  of  the  fees  of  the  pound 
master,  in  the  same  manner,  and  upon  the  like  notice,  as  is 
required  in  the  case  of  strays.  Ihe  surplus  of  any  such 
sales,  deducting  fees  of  the  pound  master,  shall  be  paid, 
within  two  days  thereafter,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  village,  ' 

for  the  owner. 

§  24.  The  president  shall  be  executive  officer  of  the  vil-Powvntnd 
lage,  and  shall  have  power  to  call  special  meetings  of  the  pl^SSwt 
trustees  when  he  shall  think  proper;  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  said  trustees;  to  give  a  casting  vote  on  any  question 
on  which  the  votes  of  the  trustees  shall  be  equally  divided;  to 
sign  as  such  president  all  by-laws,  rules,  regulations,  ordinan- 
ces, orders,  licenses,  bonds,  appointments,  deeds,  covenants 
and  contracts,  made  by  the  trustees  in  behalf  of  the  said 
corporation,  in  all  cases  where,  in  his  judgment,  such  instru-  , 

ments  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act; 
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to  see  that  nil  by-laws,  rules,  orders,  regulations  and  ordi- 
nances lawfully  made  by  the  trustees  are  carried  into  effect 
and  duly  executed;  to  give  the  proper  notice  of  every  an- 
nual or  special  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  village 
held  under  the  authority  and  for  the  objects  specified  in  this 
act;  to  preside  at  all  such  meetings,  when  requested  so  to 
do  by  a  majority  of  the  meeting  thus  convened;  to  collect 
all  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  incurred  under  this  act,  or 
any  by-law,  rule,  order,  regulation  or  decision  made  in  pur- 
suance thereof;  to  commence  and  prosecute  all  such  suits, 
in  the  name  of  the  corporation,  as  shall  be  ordered  or  direct- 
ed by  the  trustees;  to  pay  all  moneys  which  shall  come  into 
his  hands  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation  to  the  treasurer 
thereof,  and  take  his  receipt  therefor;  to  sign  and  dirc.'t  the 
payment  of  all  accounts- and  demands  against  the  said  cor- 
poration that  have  been  audited  and  allowed  by  the  trus- 
tees, and  all  other  legal  drafts  and  demands  upon  the  trea- 
sury of  the  said  village;  and  to  do  all  such  other  acts  and 
things  as  may  appertain  or  belong  to  the  duties  of  such  pre- 
siding officer. 

§  25.  The  clerk  of  the  said  village  shall  have  the  custody 
of  the  records,  the  common  seal,  the  books  and  papers  of 
the  said  corporation,  and  shall  tile  and  preserve  all  papers 
delivered  to  him  for  that  purpose;  he  shall  prepare  and  pub- 
lish the  notices  for  and  attend  all  the  meetings  of  the  inha- 
bitants of  said  village  and  of  the  trustees  thereof,  in  confor- 
mity with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  keep  a  record  of 
the  proceedings,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  annual  report

Passed  May  15,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  JVetu-  York,  represented  in  So* 
Mate  and  Assembly \  do  enact  as  follows : 

§  1.  There  shall  be  established  and  located  in  the  city  of  num. 
New- York  a  chiritable  society,  by  the  name  of  " The  Tai- 
loresses'  and  Seamstresses'  Benevolent  Society." 

§  3.  All  such  persons  as  are,  or  may  become  members  ol 
said  society,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by 
the  name  aforesaid. 

§  3.  The  objects  of  this  society  are  charitable,  to  afford  objects  «r 
relief  to  themselves  and  other  females,  in  cases  of  sickness, tkt  tocte|jr* 
infirmity  or  inability  to  get  employ;  and  to  attain  that 
end,  to*  buy  and  self  such  merchandise  as  is  necessary  to 
give  them  employ,  and  to  keep  a  store  or  other  necessary 
establishment  to  effect  said  object. 

§  4.  The  corporation  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  rules  d^i*** 
and  regulations  for  the  admission  of  members  and  their  go- 
vernment; election  of  its  officers  and  their  duties;  appoint- 
ment of  agents,  and  superintendence  of  their  business  ope- 
rations; and  expelling  auy  of  its  members  for  not  observing 
its  by-laws. 

§  5.  The  nott  annual  income  of  the  real  and  personal  income 
estate  which  said  corporation  may  at  any  time  hold  shall '""'k^ 
not  exceed  five  thousand  dollars;   and  all  property  and 
rights  to  the  present  society  appertaining  and  belonging

of  law,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Passed  May  16,  1837. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-  York,  represented  in  &• 
nate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

ProriiioMof  ^  |.  Every  provision  of  law  in  force,  requiring  or  au- 
•TftHrMM*1  thorizing  proceedings  against  any  bank  in  this  state,  with  a 
*•*-         vjew  to  forfeit  its  charter,  or  wind  up  its  coitccrus,  or  which 
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requires  such  bank  to  suspend  its  operations  and  proceed- 
ings, in  consequence  of  a  refusal  to  pay  its  notes  or  eviden- 
ces of  debt  in  specie,  is  hereby  suspended  for  one  year. 
But  such  suspension  shall  not  apply  lo  any  bank  which  »hull, 
during  said. time,  refuse  to  receive  in  payment  of  debts  due 
to  such  hank  the  bills  or  notes  of  any  other  bank  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  against  which  an  injunction 
has  not  been  granted. 

£  2.  In  any  suit  prosecuted  against  any  such  corporation,  kmmatwt 
or  individual  stockholder,  within  the  period  aforesaid,  forcg  * 
non-payment  of  its  debts  in  specie,  no  costs N shall  be  reco- 
verable by  the  party  prosecuting,  unless  the  amount  of  the 
debt  or  damages  recovered  shall  be  such  as  would  entitle 
the  plaintiff  to  costs  were  the  judgment  against  a  natural 
person;  and  every  issue  of  law  or  fact  joined  in  such  suit 
shall  be  brought  to  trial  according  to  the  same  rules  as  ap- 
ply to  other  issues  joined  in  the  court  where  the  suit  is  pend- 
ing, notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  eleven  of  title 
four,  chapter  eight  of  the  third  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes;

AN  ACT  relating  to  assistant  justices'  courts  in  the  city  of 

New- York. 

Pawed  May  16,  1837. 

Tke  People  of  the  State  of  JV/ifl-Fori,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and  Assembly \  do  enact  as  follows; 

§  1.  Executions  on  any  judgments,  and  for  fines,  renew- 
als thereof,  and  further  or  new  executions,  may  be  issued 
out  of  the  courts  held  by  assistant  justices  in  the  city  of 
New- York,  at  the  times  and  in  the  manner  as  by  law  pro- 
vided, and  at  any  time  thereafter  within  two  years  froni  the 
day  of  rendering  judgment:  If  the  assistant  justice  who 
rendered  the  judgment  be  not  in  office,  his  successor  may 
issue  and  renew  the  said  executions  as  aforesaid;  such  exe- 
cutions shall  state  the  name  of  the  assistant  justice  by  whom 
the  judgment  was  rendered;  be  tested  in  the  name  of  the 
assistant  justice  in  office  at  the  time  of  issuing  the  same;  be 
dated  on  the  day  when  issued,  and  be  returnable  in  twenty 
days  therefrom. 

§  2.  A  certiorari,  when  allowed,  together  with  a  copy  of 
the  orig:nal  affidavit,  shall  be  served  upon  the  assistant  jus- 
tice before  whom  the  proceedings  were  had,  within  thirty 
days  after  the  judgment  was  entered:  The  party  serving 
the  certiorari  shall,  at  the  time  of  the  service  thereof,  file 
with  said  assistant  justice  a  bond  executed  by  the  party  ob-

and  all  obstruction  therein  to  be  removed,  as  far  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  free  passage  of  canal  boats  into  and  de* 
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parting  from  the  said  basin*  and  to  draw  upon  the  said  mayor, 
aldermen  and  commonalty,  at  such  time  or  times  as  the  said 
canal  commissioners  may  deem  proper  and  advisable,  for 
such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  oe  necessary  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  such  improvement,  which  draft  or  drafts 
shall  be  forthwith  paid  by  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  com- 
monalty; an  account  of -which  expenses  to  be  furnished  to 
the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  upon  the  com- 
pletion of  said  improvement,  who  shall  forthwith  cause  the 
same  to  be  assessed  and  apportioned  in  the  manner  specified 
in  the  said  act  of  April  27,  1835.

to  be  excavated  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  vested  by  the 
act  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  '  An  act  to 
amend  the  several  acts  relating  to  the  city  of  Albany,  and 
to  combine  the  same  into  one  act,  and/or  other  purposes,7 
passed  April  9,  1828,"  then  it  shall  and  maybe  lawful  for  the
